YAZOO. 
STORY OF A MAN WHO HAS BEEN THERE. 
Special Dispatch ta The Tripune. 

Prrrescre, Ps., Oct. 16.—A. C. Morgan, late 
Sherift of Yazoo County, Mississippi, who ar- 
rived in the city this morning, addressed a large 
audience at Library Hall to-night. Mr. Morgan 
took an active part in the Onio canvass, and 
proposes to spend some time in Western Peno- 
sylvania, after which he will go to New York 
and take the stump for nell. Mr. Morgan 
tells many blood-cufdlir jes. He escaped 
from there merely by the skin of his teetb, as 
the inhabitants bad made several et- 
forts to murder bim. As to the 
people who commit the outrages of 
which he speaks, Mr. Morgan says thev belong 
to what is there recognized as the upper class. 
‘* Those men,” he continued, cannot or do not 
understand the state of society in Mississippi. 
Why, the elections for the past several years 
have been effected by simple murder. No other 
word will apply. I was elected in 1872, fortu- 
nately before the bigh-handed proceedings of 
the Democrats in 1875. Io the latter year the 
leaders of the bulldozers actually were the only 
persons who cast Republican votes, and they 
did it in jest, so that the thing could not 
be too unanimous. They took leading citizens 
who were known to be Kepublicans, forced them 
to the polls, and, to satisfy the mob, they had to 
bold aloft the ticket so that they could ee seen 
to be Democratic. As a single instance of bow 
things are run down there, it is a matter of pub- 
lic record, that within the past three years 
twenty-two men have been killed, and fifty-seven 
wounded in the work of collecting the internal 
revenue alone. Slavery and its long-continued 
barbarities have so stunted the conscience of the 
people that they think nothing ot shooting a 
negro or a Northern mau who may stand in the 
road.

NEW YORK. 
STORRS AT SYRACUSE. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Syracuse, N. V., Oct. 14.—The Hon. Emery 
A. Storrs, of Chicago, made an address here 
last evening, in Shakspeare Hall, to an immense 
audience. The occasion was the opening of the 
campaign in Onondaga County. Mr. Storrs’ 
speech was an elaborate presevtation of the is- 
sues of the day, and covered three general 
heads, viz.:: Conservative and Radical Repub- 
licauism.“ „The Democratic Platform,“ and 
„ State-Rights.““ Upon the firstof these topics 
he said (and | regret that space will not permit 
me to present his remarks in extenso) that he 
spoke not as a Conservative Republican nor as a 
Radical Republican, as be confessed an inability 


to understand precisely what these distinc- 


tions mean; bue he was simply a Re- 
publican, and in the present situation of 
affairs could uot comprehend how his Kepublic- 
anism could be classified or qualified. Repub- 
licanism meant that the Nation shall enforce all 
ite laws ape shall faithfuily keep all its engage- 
ments with all its citizens. ‘‘lt does not 


mean, said the speaker, that all citizens shall 
vote as they please, unless they are interfered 
with by force, and fraud, and violence, but it 
meaus that they shall be permitted thus to vote, 
even at the expense of putting down force and 
violence, and punishing or preventing fraud.“ 
The Nation nad solemniy agreed that 
every citizen shouid have a iree ballot. Mr. 
Storrs continued: “If the Republican party 
was ever a unit, it is one to-day. This is so 
mainly because the great issues pow before the 
peopie admit of no compromise. Under the de- 
lusive and pestilential heresy of State-rights, 
the power and authority of the General Goy- 
ernment to prevent frauds and to kee the 
peace at the polls at elections of Congressional 
Representatives is denied dy the Democratic 
party. ‘The existence of this power and author- 
ity in tne Nation is as emphatically asserted by 
the Republican party. On such a question no 
middle ground is possible. It is yea or nay, 
without comoromise, concession, limitation, or 
qualification. On this point, therefore, all are 
stalwarts.” 
CONCILIATION. 

Discussion of the question whether the con- 
ciliation policy of the Administration, so far as 
it has been pursued, was wise or unwise, was 
profitiess, for it was a thing entirely of the past. 
It was enough to know that, bencefortb, the Re- 
publican party. trom the Administration down 
to the most obscure private in the ranks, regard 
all further efforts at conciliation as unavailing, 
and demand, with one voice, absolute justice to 
all citizens, the faithful performance of every 
National duty and obligation,an bonest ballot, a 
free vote for every citizen at any cost and at all 
hazards, and the utter extirpation, root and 
branch, of the doctrine of State sovereignty as 
now taught by the Democratic party. 

DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

Mr. Storrs then took up that plank of the 
Democratic platform of the State of New York 
that “‘reasserts the principles of popular liberty 
and rights laid down by Washington, Jefferson, 
and other founders of the Republic.“ He ob- 
served, in passing comment upon this text, that 
it was curious that, while the Democracy were 
so anxious to confine themselves exclusively to 
State issues, they deem it necessary to reassert 
the ‘principles of popular liberty, and rigbts 
laid down by Wasbivgton and Jefferson.’ Pur- 
suing their line of discussion, he might be per- 
mitted to inquire what Washington and Jeffer- 
son, or their principles, had to do with the taxes 
of the State of New York—the management of 
the canals—the conduct of the State Prisons, or 
Gov. Robinson's alleged payment of the State 
debt and reduction of State taxes. 

Coming down to times within the memory of 
men still living, this same platform, speaking for 
the party, says: We hold to the Constitution 
with all its amendments, sacrediy maintained 
and enforced, and to the rights of States ander 
the Constitution.” Mr. Storrs said: It is 
comforting to be now assured that the Demo- 
cratic party of the State of New York finally 
holds tothe Constitution with all its amend- 
ments. They have certainly taken a great step 
iu advance. in 1868 the Democratic party of 
the Nation Jenounced the constitutional amend- 
ments as revoiutionary, unconstitutional, aud 
void. It is within the memory of living men 
when a Democratic Legisiature of the State of 
New York sought to repudiate and set aside the 
ratification by a previous Legisiature of 
the Fourteenth Constitutional Amendment. 
‘ During the War the Democratic party 
opposed secession, but it also opposed the coer- 
cion of a State which seceded. It opposed re- 
beilion, but it also opposed the employment of 
force to suppress it. It favored the vigorous 
prosecution of the War, but it also denied the 
right of the Government to raise armies. The 
Democratic party of the State of New York evi- 
dently belleves that diseases are cured by the 
phyvsician’s prescriptions, and that it is quite un- 
necessary for the patient to take the remedies 
prescribed. On ship-board with bis wife, the 
Constitution-loving Democrat would, while the 
seas were about to engulf them both, run wildly 
about the decks 82 shouting: Save 
my marriage - certificate, permit bis wife to 
sink gurgling to the bottom. The Republican 
would encompass both himself and wife with 
life-preservers, and, forgetting in the meaotime 
that be had such a document as a marriage-cer- 
tificate, would, with arms around bis wife, float 
ashore with ber and content himself with a cer- 
tified copy of the important document at the 
earliest opportunity after safety was secured.

It seemed hard, indeed, that weak protests 
against being murdered for opivion’s sake 
should be treated as a disturbance of that 
unity, fraternity, and concord which the 
araed and masked ruffians of the South 
so persistently and so prayerfully seek. 

Mr. Storrs: Unity and con has 
finally been fully established with the Chisolm 
family. Yazoo County is pow at peace with 
Dixon, and bow depraved and wicked that party 
must be which seeks to disturb the unity. fra- 
ternity, and concord thus effectively secured. 
And so they insist that the issues settied by the 
War shall not be revived.” 


AMONGST THE ISSUES 
settled by the War were (I) the issue of State 
sovereignty; (2) our right to be a Nation; (3) 
the rigbt of the Nation to protect all of its citi- 
zens; (4) the right of the Government to exe- 
cute its own laws by the employment of fore 
whenever its officers were opoosed by force; (5 
the right of the Nation to utterly demolish any 
State or aggregation of States which set the 
National will at defiance; (6) the power of the 
Nation to conquer and beat down any 
organization of individuals or States 
‘arrayed against it. Mr. Storrs, io 
concluding this portion of his speech, said: 
The Democratic party now disputes all these 
well-settled propositions, and it will be well for 
the Democratic ty if it does not tempt the 
Nation to settle these questions again, for they 
will be assuredly settled in the same way, but 
with addeg emphasis.“ 
HONEST ELECTIONS. 

Mr. Storrs considered the most surprising 
feature of this extraordinary document—the 
— 9 York Democratic platlorm—to be that 
which demands “honest elections,“ and, atter 
quoting the plank, he said: 

‘** Proceeding from such a quarter this demand 
dizzies one. It is as if Luciier. elevated on his 
brimetone throne, should shout fora rigid ad- 
herence to the Ten Commandments. The first 
answer to be made to this demand m, that if 
itis granted just once more, the Democratic 
party will not have vitality enough left to 
demand even a burial. ‘The Democratic party 
never favored the passage of a law, National or 
Scate, tor the prevention of frauds at elections. 
No law of that character has ever been enacted, 
of which it bas not sought therepeal. Its ideas 
of honest elections ijlustrated by its practices: 
New York in 1968; Florida, 5,000 more votes 
than people; the tissue ballot.“ 


STATE-RIGHTS. 


Mr. Storrs then took up the subject of State- 
rights, and dw it upon it at great iengtb. The 
doctrine asserted to-day, he said, by tne Demo- 
cratic party is precisely that which led them 
into rebellion in 1861. There is no change what- 
ever in the political orincipies which they main- 
tain between the Democratic party of 1879 and 
1861; the only change is io the circumstances 
and conditions to which their old heresy is ap- 
plied. The speaker continued: ** To-day the 
questions are, first, Has the General Govern- 
ment power by law to regulate the elections of 
its representatives, and to enforce such regula- 
tious in ali the States? Second, has the General 
Government vower by jaw to enlorce the guar- 
antees of the}constitutional amendments, and, 
in case laws made for that purpose shall be prac- 
tically nullified by force, shall the Government 
put down by force resistance to such legislation! 
Ihe Democratic party contends that the preven- 
tion of outrages, pain, and violence at the polls 
rests entirely with che States. Hence they 
sought the repeal of the Election laws of 1870, 
and their platform in this State approves the 
course of the party in Congress, and denounces 
the action of the President in vetoing their rey- 
olutionary measures. 

„ Has the General Government the right to 
enact such laws? Congress has, from the ex- 
press language of the Constitution, power by 
jaw to epact and alter regulations as to the time, 
manner, and place of holding elections for Rep- 
resentatives; yet leading Democratic orators in 
the House and in the Senate proceeded upon 
the idea that, notwithstanding this plain pro- 
vision of the Constitution, the Generai Govern- 
meot has no right to keep the peace at the polls. 
There was no peace for them except the peace of 
the State. There vas no such thing known as 
the peace of the United States. 

t of course occurs to us that it is very 
extraordinary that me Government of the 
United States is competent to enact a law, 
but is helpiess and incompetent to carry it 
into execution, providing the enforcement 
of that law is resisted by force? in other 
words, if an attempt at the violation of a 
national statute takes form so serious as to re- 
sult in the breach of the peace, then the Govern- 
ment is helpless, and the peace must be main- 
tained, not by the Government, hose express laws 
nave been violated, but by the State wherein the 
violations have occurred. How utterly absurd, 
indeed how criminally absurd, such a proposition 
is, as a matter of statesmanghip and law, would 
be obvious irom a moments consideration. 


THE MAIN ISSUE. 


“The real solid question of the hour is, | 


‘Shall the constitutional amendments be prac- 
tically abolished?’ An unexecuted law is mach 
worse than no law, and the extremity to waich 
we are now driven is. that, having placed in our 
fundamental law certain guarantees, the Gov- 
ernment which bas placed them there has no 
power to perform its engagements or to 
enforee obedience to the fundamental 
laas which it has enacted. The 
course vow pursued by the Democ- 
racy in reference to these amendments is in en- 
tire harmony with their policy since the War, for 
in 1868 they declared these constitutional 
amendments to be revolutionary, unconstitu- 
tional, and void. And the Legisiature of the 
Siate of New York, so soon as it feli into Dem- 
ocratic hands, undertook to revoke the ratifica- 
tion of those amendments by the previous 
Legislature, wherein the majority was Repub- 
lican. 

„When we consider the dangers that now 
threaten us, it would be difficult to imagine a 
state of facts more alarming in their character. 
Stated ip a single sentence, tife condition of af- 
fairsisthis: ‘he majorities. in at least four 
great States are disfranchised by force, fraud, 
and murder. Take it upon an honest vote, and 
Louisiana and South Carolina are as clearly and 
unmistakably Republican as are the States of 
Vermont and Iowa. Louisiana and Mississippi, 
South Carolina and Florida, are Republican 
States; but the Republican voter is not permit- 
ted to cast a ballot. 

* Pressed for an explanation for this condt- 
tion of affairs, the Democracy who, but a few 
years ago, unanimously and noisily asserted 
that it was impossible to teach the negro any- 
thing, now claim that this tremendous and 
sudden falling off in the negro vote is the 
result of the conversion from Republicanism to 
Democracy, which has been in the main e 
through the miraculous agency of Tilden’s 
literary bureau.

Messrs. Lawson and Labouchere, the journal- 
ists, this morning, every seat alotted to 
spectators was occupied, and every inch of 
standing-room behind the bar was covered. Sir 
Robert Carden took his seat upon the 
bench at noon. The crowd had to 
wait for some little time for 
the coming of the combatants, and eagerly dis- 
cussed their personal appearance while it 
waited. Mr. Labouchere’s figure had long 
been familiar on Change, and few of 
the city men in court bad forgotten 
his street encounter waged some years 
ago in this vicinity with Mr. Sampson, the late 
financial editor of the London Times. Mr. 
Lawson is better known in the Parliamentary 
and journalistic world than in the neighborhood 
of the Stock Exchange. Nevertheless his paper 
is nowhere so widely read as in the business- 
quarter of the city, and it is safe to say that a 
great pecuniary crisis would bardly have er- 
eited more interest than the present personal 
squabbie. 

MR. LAWSON WAS THE FIRST TO ARRIVE. 
He sat on the attorneys’ bench immediately be- 
bind his counsel, Sir John Halker, the Attorney- 
General, and Mr. Poland, Q. C., of 
whom the latter prosecuted on behalf of the 
Treasury. Mr. Edward Levy Lawson is & man 
of medium hight, but inclining decidedly to 
embonpoint. He has a light mustache 
and slight side whiskers. He was dressed 
in mourning, and ig plainly a man of much picety 
in hie way. Mr. Labouchere followed. As he 
entered the court he threw a glance of great 
contempt upon his enemy, who parried it with a 
look ef equal disdain. Then Mr. Labouchere 
dropped into a seat among the re- 
porters, whom de greeted with a 
pleasant nod. ie is a _ well-built 
man. His jetty beard is tinged with gray, 
and he ws almost bald. He is cer- 
tainly a most inoffensive person in ap- 
pearance.

Arguments in the Virgints Jury Case in 
the Supreme Oourt.

CIVIL RIGHTS. 
THE VIRGINIA JURY SYSTEM. 
Wasurneron, D. C., Oct. 16.—In the Supreme 
Vourt argument was continued in case No. 4, 
ex-parte, the Commonwealth of Vir- 


| ginia and J. D. Coles petitioners. The argument 


was commenced by James G. Field, Attorney- 
General of Virginia, for the petitioners, and con- 
tinued by Assistant Attorney-General Smith in 
opposition to petitioners. 

This cause, like the preceding one of the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia against Rives, involves 
the question of colored jurors and the legality 
of the action of the Virginia State Judges in 
excluding negroes from the jury-lists. J. D. 
Coles, County Court Judge of Pittsylvania Coun- 
ty, Virginia, was indicted in the District Court 
of the United States for the Western District of 
that State for 

ALLEGED UNLAWFUL DISCRIMINATION 
against duly qualified colored citizens in the 
selection of grand and petit jurors to 
serve in bis Court. He was arrested 
by a United States Deputy Marshal last 
March, and held te answer in the United States 
District Court in Danville, Va. He now brings 
his case before this Court uvon petitions for 
writs of habeas corpus and certiorari on the 
ground that bis arrest was in violation of the 
Constitution of the United States and of the 
sovereign rights of the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia. 

The Attorney-General, in opening the case for 
the petitioners, argued that the question for 
consideration is, whether or pot the fourth sec- 
tion of the act of March 1. 1875, is constite- 
tional. If not, then upon the principle of the 
Yerger and Longe cases (8 Wall, 85, and 18 
Wall, 166) this Court snould order Coles to be 
discharged. He maintains that the said law is 
unconstitutional, and that no Court of the 


United States can exercise any jurisdiction 
under it. The State, and the State alone, bas 
authority to prescribe the maoner in which 


jurors shall be selected, and the quailitications 


which shall be required, and it alone can 

HOLD ITS JUDGES TO ACCOUNT 
for their official acts. If, under the law of 
March 1, 1875, Judges of the Stat? Courts can 
be beid criminally responsible in the Courts of 


the United States for their official acts, then 


the admiuvistration of justice by States in their 


own tribunals is at the mercy of Congress. If 


Congress can fine a Judge for his judicial acts it 
n imprison him during his whole term of sery- 
or depose him from office. If it has the 
power ciaimed for it over judicial officérs 


of the State it has like power over members of 


the Legisiature, who may vote for a law sup- 
posed by Congress to be ia violation of any pro- 
vision of the Constitution of the United States, 


and over executive officers who may undertake 


to execute it. In short, be argues, It converts 
this Government into a consolidated despotism, 
the despot being the Congressional majority of 
the day.“ 

Attorney-General Smith, who opened the 


argument in opposition to the petitions, main- 


tained that this Court is not authorized to 


issue a writ of babeas corpus in this case, as 
AN EXERCISE OF ITS ORIGINAL JURISDICTION, 
even although the State of Virginia has filed a 


petition therefor; that this Court possesses no 


such supervisory power over inferior Federal 
Courts as is claimed for it by petitioners, and 


that it cau exercise no appellate jurisdiction, 


since there is nothing to appeal from. There 
has been no judgment on the Court below. He 
maintained that it is the right ot the District 
Court ia the first instance to decide whether 


the statute in question is unconstitutional or

COINAGE. 
OPERATIONS OF THE MINT. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune 

WasuHineTon, D. C., Oct. 16.—The annual re- 
port of the Director of the Mint will show that 
during the fiscal year just ended there were 
coined, in gold, of double eagies, $37,234,340; of 
eagles, $1,031,440; of haif-eagies, $1,442,130; of 
quarter-eagies, $1,166,800; of three dollars, 
$109,182; and of dollars, $3,020. 

The silver coinage shows the following: esult: 
Dollars, $27,227,500; half-dollars, $226; quarter- 
dollars, $112.50; dimes, $45. 

Prior to the beginning of the last fiscal year 
there had been a total coinage of silver dollars 
of only $16,619,338. During the last fiscal year 
alone, therefore, there were coined of silver dol- 
lars some 10,000,000 more than bad been coined 
in the entire history of the Government to that 


time. The total number of silver dollars coined 
and in circulation July 1 last was 84.848, 888. It 
will be seen that almost the entire time of the 
Mint was devoted to the coinage of the standard 
silver dollars, and of dimes there were coined 
but $45 during the year, andof quarter-dollar 
pieces but $112.50.

To the plea that 
the cigar-manufacturers entered  regard- 
me the competition in the East, the 
speaker made answer that the manufacturers 
should fight them with their own money and 
pot with the mopev which belonged to the men 
barely enough to keep soul and body to- 
gether. 

Mr. Deutch arose to answer Mr. Goldwrter. 
He said that four years ago but few five-cent 
cigars were made, but now the demand for a 
cheap article bad necessitated their mauu- 
facture, and that the bosses

for these cheaper grades of cigars. 


Mr. Hirth said that in business there was no 
compassion, no regard for human needs, but 
that figures were what were taken into consid- 
eration.

THOMAS BIGELOW. 


The Notorious Crook in a Fair 
Way to Go South. 


A Funny Alibi, Which Did Not Satisfy 
the Judge. 


The babeas-corpus case of Thomas Bigelow, 
which has been on before Judge McAllister for 
some days, came to a close yesterday, and the 
petitioner was held in $4,000 bail uutil such 
time as certain informalities in the extradition 
papers may be cured. 

An effort was made day before yesterday to 
prove the innocence of this man by what is 
called an alibi. It was rather a curious one, 
and ts deserving of more notice than it has yet 
received. The first witness calied was 

JOE MACKIN, 
of Philadelphia and Chicago, Democratic poli- 


tober, 1877, he had hired a room at No. 
234 Kandolph Street. About that time 
he met Bigelow on the Street. 
The latter complained of having a severe at- 
tack of fever, and Mackin, acting the part of the 
Good Samaritan, took him to bis room and kept 
him there for some weeks. Mackin especially 
recollected the date of this benevolent transac- 
tion from the mournful fact that a dear and be- 
loved friend of his, name unknown, had died 
about the e me time. 
A young man by the name of Pearsons, who at 
one time kept a saloon on Fourth avenue, also re- 
membered that Bigelow,was sick at that placc. 
It bad been impressed on his mind because 
death had also removed one of his nearest and 
dearest friends,—a man by the name of Painter, — 
and be had, as a sorrowing mouruer, at- 
tended the body of his friend to the grave. 
A DR. CLARKE, 
with an office on Clark street, near Madison, 
who attends to the afflicted, testified that he 
bad attended Bigelow at this particular room 
on Randolph street during his attack of fever, 
and had paid bim several visits. He fixed the 
date by a diary which be produced, wherein, 
over against the printed date of Oct. 29, was 
written, Called on Thomas Bigelow, Room 10, 
234 Randolph street; sick with fever. Paid him 
six visits. Consulted with Dr. Daniels.“ Owing 
to the care which the Doctor had taken of this 
diary, it was about as fresh and perfect in con- 
dition when produced as when it came from the 
hands of the maker. The entry, which was 
in pencil, was as clear, precise, and 
sbarp-cut as if it had been made on 
the previous day. So clear and distinct was it 
that it excited the unjust saspicion of the coun- 
sel on the other side, and they had in Dr. Piper 
yesterday morning as an expert witness. But 

e book had met with ill-usage during the 
night, and that particular entry bad been 
thumbed somewhat, so that it was a little 
biurred, and the Doctor said that he could not 
exert his expert skill upon it. Questioned as to 
when de had made this entrr. the Doctor said 
that it was on the tu of October. This he 
several times repeated. Then Judge McAllis- 
ter asked him if it was on the 29th of Octo- 
ber that he had written down the fact that 
he had made six visits to Mr. Bigelow. 
The evident imvossibility of having been able 
to do this on the date of bis first visit struck 
the Doctor, and he explained that he had on the 
first dav written only the fact that he had called 
on the man who had the fever, and that at a 
subsequent period he had made the memorap- 
dum about the six visits and the consultation 
with Dr. Daniels 

DR. DANIELS 

was also examines. This gentieman has but 
recently come to the city, which accounts for 
the fact that none of the other physicians here 
are acquainted with him. He remembered also 
having attended the sick man at this particular 
place. None of bis friends had died about that 
2 so as to impress it on his memorv, but 
th 1— which Dr. Clarke kept refresbed his 


The records of the Board of Health showed 
that nobody by the name of Painter had died iu 
this city during the month of October, 1877. 
But the friend of Painter who testified ex- 
plained that the funeral took place out in the 
couutry, which satisfactorily settled that point. 

A woman by the name of Goetz had been 
subpeenaed on behalf of the petitioners to 
testify that he had occupied the room on Ran- 
dolph street, she being the person who, with 
ber husband, had charge of the rooms in the 
building. The other side, however, anticipating 
this, subpeenaed this witness, made her their 
own, and attempted to — ber on the stand, 
against which. however, Bigelow’s counsel pro- 
tested om the ground that she was their wit- 
ness. 

JUDGE M’ALLISTER, 

however, said he had made up his mind on the 
case, and did not care to bear any more testi- 
mony. He thought the original aflidavit of 
Stoelker was insufficient by itself, but Sroelk- 
er’s testimony was so positive that be thought 
u prubable case was made out which justified 
holding Bigelow until new papers couid be pro- 
cured which would oe formally correct. He did 
pot think the alibi had been proved, but 
thought it would be fairest to hold Bigelow to 
bail until new papers could be procured. Then 
another petition for habeas corpus could be 
filed, and Bigelow would haye a better opnor- 
tunity of proving his alibi. The bail was fixed 
at 84.000, and Leonard Rothgerber went on the 
bond. 

A little while after this one of the lawyers for 
the State wrote out 

AN AFFIDAVIT rok MRS. GOETZ, 
to the effect that she had had charge of the 
room at No. 234 Randolph street during Octo- 
ber and November, 1877, the months when 
Bigelow was —— to have been there, and 
that no such berson had occupied any such 
room, whereas said room bad, as a matter of 
fact, deen occupied by certain other persons, 
whose names she specified. He took her down 
into the aetectives’ room, in order that she 
might sign the affidavit if she chose, Austin 
Doyle, who is a Notary Public, being presentgto 
attest her signature. Just prior to her signing 
it, one of the counsel for Bigelow burst into the 
room and protested vehementiv against anv. 
such transaction. He told the woman not to 
sign it, said that her husband didn’t want her 
to, and he didn’t want her to, and that she had 
better look out what she was doing. The coup- 
sel, contiouing his demonstrations, was ejected 
from the room by Capt. Steele, Chief 
of the detectives. The lawyer and 
Mrs. Goetz went into another room, 
where she was about to sign the affidavit when 
her husband broke in and ordered her not to 
doit. Subsequentiy. however, sbe voluntarily, 
as is stated, put ber name to this ioteresting 
paper, which tends to a certain extent, as will 
be seen, to discredit the testimony of some of 
the persons who are attempting to prove an 
alibi. 
WOT HAPPY. 

Joe Mackin went to Judge McAllister subse- 
quently with a grieyance. Mr. Cameron bad 
punved on bis august name, and bad insinuated 
his testimony was vot true, and Joe found it 
necessary, in a loud tone of voice, to inform all 
the bystanders that he was an old resident and 
would be found when wanted, with much more 
to the same effect, eoding with some very un- 
complimentary remarks about the police officers. 
Trude also chipped in with some high moral 
observations on the character of detectives in 
general and Detective Steele in particular. 

Mike McDonaid likewise was around looking 
alter his friends, of wom there were many iu 
Court just then as interested auditors, and he 
acted as a peacemaker, finally drawing the bel- 
ligerent Joe Mackin out, and the whole party 
fipally sailed down street in the direction of the 
„Store to talk matters over. 

The second nabeas corpus case against Big- 
elow was then called up, and Bigelow dis- 
charged, as no witnesses appeared against bim. 
This was a case in which be was wanted at 
Galesburg for a robbery there.

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GERMAN NATIONAL. 


The Congressional Committee Begins 
Its Investigations. 


Several Witnesses Examined Regarding 
the Book Entries, Etc. 


The Sub-Committee of the Committee of the 
House of. Representatives on Banks and Bank- 
ing appointed to investigate into the affairs of 
the late German National Bank of Chicago 
held its tirst meeting yesterday afternoon. The 
main business of the Committee will be, it is 
generally stated, to examine into the charges 
made against Henry Greenebaum, the late 
President of the bank. of fraud, etc., by the 
late Theodore B. Weber, who, in conjunction 
with Examiner Washburne, investigated the af- 
fairs of the bank. But, while Mr. Greenebaum 
is thought to be the central point of examina- 
tion, there is nothing in the resolution which 
—— the Committee into being to indicate it. 

THE RESOLUTION 
by the House of Representatives on 
June 4, 1879, reads as follows: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Banking and 
Currency be, anc they are hereby, instructed and 
directed to in te the affairs of the Ocean 
Nationa! Bank ,of New York and of the German 
National Bank of Chicago, and especially to im- 
quire into the management of the assets of the re- 
epective Receivers of said banks, and the conduct 
of any officer of the Government touching the said 
Receiverships or the disposition of the assets. of 
said banks respectively, and for that purpose the 
said Committee. or any sub-committee it may ap- 
point, shell have power to send for persons and 
papers, reduce the testimony to writing, employ a 
clerk and stenogfapher, to sit during the recess of 
Con at Chicago and New York, and to report 
by bill or otherwise; and the sum of $2,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 

ropriated out of the Contingent Fund of the House 
fo defray the expenses of said investigation. 

At the present time the investigation of the 
Ocean Bank affairs is still in progress, and the 
Committee have delegated a sub-committee to 
look into the German National Bank, the names 
of the members thereof being A. H. Buckner, 
Missouri, Chairman; and Mesers. Price, of 
Iowa, and Lounsbury, of New York. There 
were also present Col. Juessen, who represented 
Weber in the previous investigation; Mr. 
Flower. Receiver of the bank; and Mr. Green- 
baum, who attentively watched the proceedings 
during the session, and took au extensive lot of 
notes. How long the investigation will con- 
tinue no one can tell, but it probably will last 


four or five days. 
Shortly after 2 o’clock Mr. Juessen called the 


first witness, 
MR. GEORGE W. WEBER, 
a brother of the late Theo B. Weber. He swore 
that during the year 1877 he acted as attorney 
for bis brother during the latter's absence in 
Europe, and that in the month of November be, 
on bebaif of his brother, inquired as to the fluan- 
cial coudition of the bank. In reply to bis in- 
quiries Henrv Greenebaum submitted his au- 
swer io writing, This letter was wr itten imme- 
diately after the first run on the bank, in Octo- 
ber. It stated that the bank was in a condition 
to meet all demands of depositors, though it 
was not prepared to discount, Ninety cents 
on the doller was represented as the value 
of the stock. The witness testified that 
he was present at a meeting of the Bank Direct- 
ors, Henry Greenebaum presiding, when it was 
suggest that the bank go into voluntary 
liquidation. At this meeting it was stated that 
the bank stock would — realize 80 vents, 
and that within ninety days ail claims could be 
paid. After the Liquidation Committee bad 
been appointed, Henry Greenebaum appeared 
to be the manager-1n-chief. ‘The witness couldu't 
state whether there was any paper piaced in the 
bank among the securities which dido’t ‘belong 
there during the era of the Management Com- 
mittee; but he understood that some 
paper belonging to a Mr. Francis 
Arnold was put in with the bank 
accounts, which was a private transaction be- 
tween Greevebaum and Arnoid. The latter de- 
nied that the bank .bad any claim against him, 
and said that the debt was with Greenebaum. 
MR. GREENEBAUM 

subjected the witness to a cross-exramination, in 
which he said that be had no knowledge of any 


partnershio existing between Arnold and 


Greenebaum, nor of any paper of the former 
geptieman outside of information received from 
his brother, Theo Weber. 

In reply to a question bv Col. Juessen, witness 
said that be had seen a statement submitted to 
his brotber which shuwed the presence of the 
840.000 notes referred to. 

A statement was made by 

COL. JUESSEN 


relative to the McClay note for $20,000 made by 
Greenebaum, for which he checked on-the Com- 
mercial National Bank six dave before the 
failure. It wag sent to the New York Bank 
and protested. Mr. Tbomas Hoyne and Mr. 
Herting. according to Col. Juessen, were the 
indorsers. 

The Cashier of the Commercial National 
Bank, Mr. s, was asked in regard to the 
erasure of the Yodersement of Messers. Hoyne 
and Jobn Herting from the certificates issued by 
the Management Committee for the 75 per cent 
debit after the payment of the 3% 
per cent dividend. The International Bank 
discounted the $20,000 draft drawn on 
McCiay, of New York, and the certificates 
were held six months, principally upon the In- 
dorsements, when they were surrendered, Mr. 
Greenebaum taking them up and puying them 
m full ultimately. The liquidation drafts be- 
coming due, $1,000 was received on the collat- 
erals from Henry Greenebaum. The sum of 
$5,000, belonging to the Grand National, on de- 
posit with the International, was applied on the 
debt, and the certificates taken on the balance. 
— Hoyne was looked to as the individual re- 

psible for the amount, it being the draft of 

homas Hovne on W. B. McClay, New York, in 
favor of Greenebaum, dated Nov. 30, 1877. 
The certificates were subsequently bought by 
Greenebaum, who, it is alleged, persovally 
erased the indorsement of Herting ‘and Hoyue. 
By this act of Mr. Greenebaum it is alleged the 
bank lost not less than $20,000. 

MR. L. JAGER, 

as a witness, said he was present at the Novem- 
ber meeting, and remembered Mr. Schaffner 
stating that the assets would pan out 80 per 
cent of the liabilities. The Liquidation Com- 
mittee was appointed, and soon after, under its 
management, the assets were wiped out, and 
they had to come to an assessment upon stock- 
holders. The witness was thoroughly confident 
that the assets would reach 80 or 90 per cent of 
the liabilities when he signed the resolution. 
Mr. Greenebaum was present when Mr. Scbaff- 
ver made the statement, and he allowed it toro 
uncontradicted. 

Mr. F. Madlener stated that he had been as- 

sessed 25 per cent as a shareholder. 
THE CASHIER OF THE CORN EXCHANGE BANK, 
Mr. Smith, testified to the loan to Henry 
Greenebaum for money advanced on certificates 
of the German National Bank; that they were 
indorsed by Thomas Hoyne and John Herting, 
according to his recollection. The certificates 
had been taken up. 

The next witness examined was 

MR. ©. MECHELKE, 


an expert accountant, who made examination of 
the bank’s books with Mr. Washburn. He 
spoke of an entry of Sevt. 12, 1876, of a call loan 
for $18,000 by Sarah Greenebaum, sister-in-law 
of Henry Greenebaum. There were no collat- 
erals. His attention was directed to a subse- 
quent loan of some $7,000 to Michael Greene- 
baum, as Sarah Greenebaum’s agent. 
Neither was there collateral for this. 
Nov. 15, 1877, Henry Greenebaum drew 
out $25,000 on 200 shares ‘of the German 
Savings Bank, which were worthless, and fifty 
shares of the Cutlery Company, valued at 6551. 
That gentleman was President of both the Ger- 
man Savings Bank and the Cutlery Company. 
Another item was dated Nov. 17, when Greene- 
baum gave his note for $15,000. Upon the ge- 
curity Mr. Flower had realized less than $2,000. 
Mr. Greenebaum bad scheduled the note as 
— secured. Nov. 17 three call loans aggre- 
ing. $15,000, and made during the earlier part 
ot ca vear of 1877, were entered as bilis receiv- 
able. ‘These loans, Mr. Greenenaum explained, 
were all made under the by-laws of the bank, 
— were fully explained in Mr. Washburn’s 


Col. igure intimated that Mr. Washburn’s 

report was made from the statement of heury 
Greevebaur. 

Henry Greenebaum said no, indeed; but Mr. 
Washburn gave both sides of the story. 

The witness, Mr. Mecheike, was asked to 
state the amount of cash on band when the 
bank closed. Ou the evening of Der. 5, 1877, 
there were $23,000, and on the next evening 
there were $8,542. It was shown that two sight

Queen Victoria an Her Uncle Leopold. 
London Whitehall Review. 

It is nearly sixty years since the Duke of 
Kent, baving caught cold while visiting Salis- 
bury ‘Cathedral, died in the arms of the Duch- 
ess, who lost not only an affectionate husband, 
but the means of subsistence—as subsistence is 
understood by Royal personages. In fact, the 
young Princess Victoria and her mother were 
face to face with poverty, in ove of its compar- 
ative forms, when Prince Leopold k them 
under his protection. He had known something 
of straitened circumstances himself, having had 
only an annual income of £400 to live on before 
he married the Princess Charlotte and £50,000 a 
year. He lost no time, therefore, in bringing 
the aunt and cousin of bis late wife, first to 
Kensington and then to Claremont, providing 
for the maintenance of their bousebold until, 
in 1825, Parliament granted the young Princess 
an annuity of £6,000. Those kindnesses have 
pever been forgotten by Queen Victoria; and it 
is by the hght of this early paseage io ber life 
that the inscription which accompanies the 
white marble statue of King Loopoid, which 
her Majesty bas just in St. George's 
Chapel, Windsor, should be read. Erected,’’ 
so it runs. by her Majesty Queen Victoria, ‘in 
loving memory of Leupola, the first King of the 
Beigians, ber maternal uocle, who was as a 
father to her as she was to him as a daughter.“

ment of the large purse offered, inasmuch 
as the attendance was far below the expecta- 
tion. It matters little which is the true 


*solution of the fraud, only so that the effect 


shall be to so entirely disgust the public as 
to discourage any further disgraceful catch- 
penny fizzles of the Hanuan-Covurtyey kind. 


THE REPUBLICAN VICTORY IN OHIO. 
The imporiance of the Republican triumph 
in Ohio is hightened by two circumstances 


that must not be overlooked, viz.: (1) The 


Republican majority is larger than the most 
sanguine partisans anticipated; and (2) the 
immense Majority of 20,000 or 25,000 was 
secured under the most adverse conditions 
and in spite of the most violent struggle ever 
made by the Democrats in that State. The 


| conditions unfavorable to a large Republican 


majority in the State were these: The Dem- 
ocrats had complete control of the State 
machinery, They had redistricted the State 
in such a way as to render it impossible for 
the Republicans to carry the Legislature 


except by an overwhelming majority in the 


aggregate. They had set up Police Boards 
in all the large cities, which were appointed 
by the Governor, and they had thys complete 
control of all thé local police. They had 
turned every last Republican out of office, 
and had even the matrons and nurses 
in the State institutions working for Dem- 
ocratic success. Under such circumstances, 
the sweeping of the State by the Repub- 
licans, who have rolled up a majority five or 
six times as large as that which Hayes re- 
ceived over AA in 1875 and reversed the 
Democratic majority of two years ago, when 
Brsnor was elected over Wrst by a plurality 
of 22,500, is a marvelous achievement, 
and the philosophy thereof is well worth 
studying. 

The principal causes of this remarkable 
victory may be summarized as follows: 

1. The publie mind was alarmed at the ex- 
Rebel encroachments and threats, and the 
reassertion of State supremacy. Ample warn- 
ing had been given at the extra session 
of Congress of the dangerous length to 
which the ex-Confederates proposed to carry 
the doctrine that once led to rebellion and 
war, and the leaders of the Democratic party 
in Ohio and other Northern States had mani- 
fested the same servility to Southern dicta- 
tion that the Northern doughfaces always 
exhibited before the War. 

2. The public mind was outraged by the 
ex-Confederate nullification of the constitu- 
tional amendments and United States laws. 
Tae blacks have been cheated, maltreated, 
and prevented from voting; they have been 
robbed of their civil and political rights; 
they have been driven from their homes to 
escape oppression that had scarcely a parallel 
in the days of sldvery. The ruling faction of 
the South have been guided by the single 
aim of gaining and maintaining political 
power for sectional purposes, To that end 
the laws have been suspended, and fraud, 
violence, and murder have been encouraged 
and condoned. Yazoo and Kemper County 
found a reaction in Ohio. 

8. These two conditions impressed upon 
the conservative and patriotic people of the 
great centrkl State of Ohio the conviction 
that it would not be safe to let the political 
control of the Nation pass into the hands of 
the unreconstructed Rebels and their North- 
ern doughface allies. They knew that the 
surest way to prevent the consummation of 
the sectional scheme was to place Ohio so 
overwhelmingly against it as to cripple its 
champions everywhere. 

4. There was universal satisfaction 
throughout Ohio with the re-establishment 
of specie-payment, and its practical opera- 
tion. Everybody recognized the improve- 
ment of the times, the expansion of real 
money, the growth of confidence, and the 
boom in industrial enterprises. The 
milis and furnaces had started up, there was 
abundant employment for all who were able 
and willing to work, there had been an ad- 
vance in wages, and there was a general as- 
surance of continuous and increased pros- 
perity by adhering to the consistent, honor-

lapse, Tho delusion of an inflated and irre- 


deemable currency bas been dispelled by 
the actuality of real, substantial money and 
plenty of it. ‘The result of this was, that 
the Hepublican Greenbackers quietly re- 
turned to their own party, conscious that 
they had erred in their financial theorizing 
and unwilling to be used simply to contrib- 
ute to Democratic partisan success, 

6. There was general satisfac ion in Ohio 
with President Harxs Administration, and a 
general desire to rebuke the party and men 
who had harassed and abused him. He had 
stood faithfully by the rights of the Execu- 
tive, he had courageously beaten back the 
sectional assault that was made upon him, 
he had championed and protected the purity 
of elections, and he had saved the National 
credit, and achieved specie-resumption in 
spite of the most violent opposition. It was 
natural that the people of Ohio should take 


a special pride in susteining and approving)

7. The Republicans had nominated gcod/ 


men throughout the State, they had deter- 
mined to win, and a full, straight vote was 
polled without division on account of fac- 
tional or personal differencés. The result 
was an emphatic, unequivocal, overwhelming 
triumph. 

The whole case may be summed up still 
more briefly. Tbe Ohio election was a strug- 
gle between patriotism and sectionalism, be- 
tween National supremacy and State-sov- 
ereignty, between conservatism and deme- 
gogism, between honest money and dishonest 
money, between assured prosperity and ex- 
perimental agitation, between popular senti- 
ment and machine politics. The Republic, 
ans were on the right side on all these issues, 
and won; the Democrats were on the wrong 
side, and lost.

THE SUNDAY QUESTION AGAIN. 

The brethren of the Rock River Confer- 
ence, in closing their labors, have for the 
third time put upon record their views with 

to the observance of the First Day of 
the week, in a series of resolutions which 
are more remarkable for what they omit than 
for what they affirm. They censure those 
who ought least to be censured, and leave 
uncensured those who most deserve it, ac- 
cording to their own standard. They have 
strained at some small gates and swallowed 
some large saw-mills, as the Sunday-school 
boy read it. 

The preamble to these resolutions intro- 
duces them with the affirmation that the 
Holy Scriptures designate the Christian 
Sabbath the Lord’s Day,” which conveys a 
somewhat different i ea from what the Holy 
Scriptures do. If the injunctions in the 
Scriptures bad been expressed literally, 
they would have inveighed agsinst the 
sin of Saturday-breaking. They would have 
bidden the reader to remember Saturday, the 
Seventh Day of the week, to keep it holy. 
The allusions to the Sabbath im the Sesipt- 
ures refer to the Sabbath of the Mosaic law, 
which was Saturday, or the Seventh Day of 
the week, not Sunday, the First Day. The 
First Day is nowhere called the holy Sab- 
bath Day ” in the Bible, and nowhere is there 
a Divine command requiring us to keep the 
First Day as a holy day. The members of the 
Rock River Conference perhaps did not 
know this. The intelligent portion of the 
laity of the Methodist Church, however, 
know it if they have studied their Bibles un- 
derstandingly, and they know that people of 
other churches and no churches are aware of 
it. Then, with such a knowledge as this, 
why do they word their resolutions in a 
phraseology not supported by the Script- 
ures ? . 

The first and second resolutions, following 
their preamble, affirm that the “‘ Sabbath 
Day” should not be profaned either by 
doing ordinary work therein or by buying and 
selling,” and that it should be observed as 
%, day of study and hearing the word of 
rest, joy, and gladness; a day of prayer and 
praise, of meditation and religious reading.” 
So far as refraining from ordinary labor is 
concerned, no fault will be found by any 
person, Nomember of the Conference in- 
formed the public wherein a man does any 
harm or engages himself in ordinary labor 
who takes his Sunday paper in the morning, 
posts himself upon the religious intelligence 
from the whole world (of which Taz Tzaisunz 
contains more in one day than the religious 
papers have in a week), scans the list of 
chutch-services, reads the religious matter, 
goes to church, hears the sermon, comes 
home to dinner, and in the afternoon reads 
the secular news in his Sunday paper. They 
did explain wherein this is not infinitly better 


than wandering off to saloons or to places of 


miscellaneous entertainment, or driving, 
walking, loitering about in an aimless way, 
which may land one in mischief. How 
many Puritan ascetics are there in the 
Methodist Church in Chicago or any other 
church, perbaps, outside of the more rigidly 
conducted convents and monasteries, who 
spend the whole Sabbath (supposing that to 
mean the First Day of the week) in church. 
going, devout reading, prayer, and medita- 
tion? 

The third resolution affirms as follows: 

** Liesolved, That in our judgment corporations 
as well as individuals incur a fearful responsibility 
in violating God's law by continuous and increas- 
ing desecration of the Sabbath by running railway 
trains, printing Sunday pepers, and various manu- 
factories, thereby corrupting the morals of the 
commuaity,. preventing thousands of tneir em- 
ployes from attending Divine service, breaking 
down respect for God's law and day for ro purpose 
but greed for worldly gain. ‘The Lordis a God of 
knowledge; by Him actions’—whether corporate 
or individual—‘will be weighed,’ and He will 
know how to distribute responsibility in the final 
judgment.” 

It will be observed that the pious brethren 
only condemn the running of steam railway 
trains, the publication of Sunday newspa- 
pers, and the operation of certain factories. 
The omissions are remarkable. 

There is no condemnation of the 8,000 
liquor-saloons which are open every First Day 
of the week, as well as on the Sabbath“; 
of a thousand or more cigar-stands; of 
hundreds of fruit-stands on the street- 
corners; of a thousand drug-stores; of 
hundreds of meat-shops and family-groceries ; 
of scores of barbers’ shops; of the long pro- 
cession of milk-wagons and ice-wagons, 
delivering their goods to families. Why are 
all these omitted in the great condemnation ? 

There sre a thousand little waifs and 
estrays and poor people’s children selling 
papers on Sunday morning, earning a dollar 
or two and sometimes more for their support 
and that of younger brothers and sisters. 
These are condemned for honestly earning 
their means of livelibocd. Shall they be 
deprived of the means of obtaining money 
for their food, and clothing, and shelter ? 

The good brethren object to running 
steam · cars on Sunday, but have no word of 
condemnation for horse-cars on that day. 
Do “a aan = upon horse-cars on their 
way to par icnics, and resorts of 

g picnics, 


trouble with at least 25,000 church-members 
and as many Sunday-sehool scholars who 
have no carriages of theirown and can get 
to church in no other convenient way? But, 


vo long as sin sides by the side of sanctity, letter-box, which brought his back to the 


why neglect this excellent opportunity for 
condemuation and strike so hard at things 
vastly less blameworthy ? 

There are hundreds of livery-stables open 
on the day they call the Holy Sabbath,” 
supplying thousands af vehicles for purposes 
of pleasure, Why are these sinners omitted: 
also? There are many hundreds of private 
carrisges used for conveying rich pious 
people to church, and the drivers are obliged 
to remain with their carriages and horses on 
the street during service, thus being de- 
barred from the privilege of attending the 
Divine worship inside, which, according to 
good Methodist doctrines, they so much need. 

These clerical brethren neglect the con- 
demnation of the weightier things and strike 
at forms of labor which have come to be 
actually necessary adjuncts of life, owing to 
the constantly-increasing wants of our civil- 


They would also stop all mails and passen- 
ger transportation, thus compelling people 
to atop wherever they happened to be caught 
on the trains from 12 o'clock Saturday night 
until 12 o'clock Monday morning, thus also 
preventing them from reaching their friends 
or homes, however important their errands 
might be. They would side-track all freight 
trains between the same hours, thus throw- 
ing everything into endless confusion and 
disarranging if not actually paralyzing the 
business interests of the whole country. 
They would close the post.offices and shut 
off the telegraphs and telephones, thereby 
preventing communications for twenty-four 
hours which might be matters of life and 
death. They inveigh against certain classes 
of manufactories when there are no maou- 
factories open where it can be avoided, The 
factories which run on Sunday, they ought 
to know, cannot stop without ruining the 
business. 

As usual, the burden of complaint is the 
publication of Sunday newspapers, and this 
they have rehearsed so frequently that one 
grows weary of informing them that nine- 
tenths of the workin issuing Sunday papers 
is done in seculq time,—on Sdturday ; that 
the Sunday val on newspapers is really 
done for the Monday paper, and that the 
most arduous part of it is expended upon 
the reporting and printing of sermons for 
Monday’s issue, thereby spreading the means 
of grace far beyond the narrow limits of a 
single congregation. Do they not know that 
no one employed in the newspaper office is 
on that account debarred from going to 
church, except perbaps one clerk in the 
counting-room, who is kept from morning 
service only, but who can also enjoy that 
privilege by alternating with the others? 

There seems to be an impression upon the 
part of our Methodist clergy and many 
others that, if they could only prevent the 
publication of newspapers between Saturday 
morning and Tuesday morning,—for that 
would be the result if they were consistent, 
—more people would go to their churches. 
So far from this being true, it is altogether 
probable that still fewer people would go 
than now, while if the respectable dailies 
should heed their requests and discontinue, 
their places would immediately be filled by 
disreputable sheets which would pay no re- 
gard to the First Day whatever, and which 
could only be suppressed by the most rigor- 
ous laws against personal and religious rights, 
and that popular sentiment in no American 
city would uphold sueh Sunday laws. There 
was such a test recently made in Newark, N. 
J., where the Confexence’s notions were car- 
ried out to the very letter, but the experi- 
ment has ended in a diemal failure that has 
done serious harm to true religion, and has 
turned that moral Republican city over into 
the hands of the saloon-keepers and the 
Democrats, who are the natural enemies of 


religion. 


ANOTHER SAMPLE ee DEMOC- 


It is a mistake ta suppose that Mississippi 
is the only Southern State where political 
murders oecur and where they are approved 
by the community. Reports of murderous 
assaults for partisan reasons come from 
Louisiana, South Carolina, North Carolina, 
Virginia, Georgia, and other Southern States 
every once in a while, and it is only because 
the Dixon murder and the CaIsoLM massacre 
were peculiarly atrocious that they have ab- 
sorbed public attention at the North to the 
exclusion of similar outrages elsewhere. 

The attempt to assasinate Nrx, the negro 
Postmaster at Blackville, S. C., has been re- 
vived in a manner to show that the ruling 
sentiment of South Carolina is not different 
from that of Mississippi in regard to kill- 
ing niggers.” A document bearing the date 
Oct. 4, which is later than the attempt that 
was made upon Nrx’s life, has reached the 
Postmaster-General at Washington urging 
the reappointment of Miss Manger, who had 
been removed for good cause. This petition 
was indorsed by M. C. Burt and War 
Hampton, the two Confederate Ambassadors 
from the sovereign State of South Carolina 
in the United States Senate. The document 
might properly have been written out in the 
following language : 

‘* Waergas, The recent attempt to rid the com- 
munity by murder of the obnexious person known 
as Nix, who is at once a ‘nigger,’ @ Radical, and 
the Postmaster of Blackville, failed because the 
chosen assasin was a poor shot; and, 

**Wuenregas, By reason of thie accident, the afore- 
said obnoxious Nix still holds the place of Post- 
master, much to the scandal and annoyance of the 


Confederate population of that village, — . 
** We, the Ambassadors of the sovereign State of 


South Carolina in the United States Senate, demand 
that Nix be instantly removed, and that Miss 
Manger, who was eflicient in withholding the letters 
and newspapers directed to ‘niggers’ and other 
Radicals, be reinstated without delay,” 

Messrs. Burier and Hampton might fur- 
ther have set forth that, if the Postmaster- 
General should refuse to reinstate Miss 
Mauer, the obnoxious Nix would be prompt- 
ly shot or hanged, and thet there would be 


no failure to complete the job the next time 


it should be tried. ; 

To understand just how infamous the at- 
tempt to murder Nix was, and how com- 
pletely Senators Burrzr and Hampton have 
approved of that attempt by petitioning for 
Nrx’s removal and Miss Mansen’s reappoint- 
ment, the story of the affair, as learned by a 
Special Agent of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, may be briefly retold. The Miss 
Mann who had been Postmistress at Black- 
ville had been removed because she would 
not deliver Republican documents and Re- 
publican newspapers sent through the mail 
to that point, and Nur, an intelligent and 
well-behaved negro, was appointed to the 
position. This excited the wrath of the 
Confederates, and threats were freely made 
of murdering Na as the quickest 
way to dispose of him. The attempt 
was made one day about two weeks 
ago, in a peculiarly brutal and cow- 
ardiy manner. 4 Confederate lawyer 
named Tompson first went to the Post- 
Office window, and locked in to make sure 
that Nix was at hic post and alone. Then 
another Confederate named Grover went to 
the window and asked for a letter in order 


to make Nrx turn around and look in the 


: 


window. Then a third Confederate, named 
Wins, promptly stepped to the window 
and fired through it. The only reason why 
Nix escaped with his life is that he heard 
the click of the pistol and turned quickly, 
thus receiving the shot in his arm instead of 
‘a vital part of his body. It is said that 
there has been no mention of this 
outrage in either of the two newepapers 
published in Blackville. Neither WILIA 
nor any of his Confederates has been 
arrested. The Grand Jury refused to find 
an indictment against the would-be assasins. 
And the Special Agent of the Government 
could only secure evidence to the facts by 
preceeding in a quiet manner, and agreeing 
that the names of the witnesses should not 
be divulged. This is the condition of re- 
publican form of government” in South 
Carolina, as guaranteed by the Constitution 
of the United States! 

In order that there shall be no doubt in 
the North that this attempt at murder is em- 
phatically approved by the ruling faction of 
the State, the two United States Senators 
from South Carolina have joined all the 
local Court officers at Blackville, who had 
refused to indict the would-be murderers, in 
petitioning the Government to remove Nix 
and reappoint the Confederate Postmistress. 
This is the sort of thing which the people of 
Ohio refused to indorse. 


There weren’t many War Democrats ia Wie- 
consio during the Slavebolders’ Rebellion, but 
there were a few, and conspicuously among 
them was Col. K. A. CALKIxs, of the Milwaukee 
Sunday Teeqgravh, who went in early and staid 
late.

But after the fight was over he 
drifted back into the Democratic fold, and bas 
been leading the forlorn hope in Wisconsin with 
the old Copperheads as well as he could. Re- 
cently the old War spirit bas broken out again, 
and the gallant Colonel has been asking himself 
what the dispute was about, which side 
whipped, and what was really settled, if any- 
thmg, by the four years of carnage, loss of life, 
suffering, anguish, and expense. In a late 
number of his paper he declares that, from a 
look at the South, it would remain a matter of 
doubt whether we had had a war at al! except for 
the thousands of maimed veterans all around 
us. He says: 

The utter and incomprehensible fatuity of the 
ex-Rebels is a matter of profound astonisbmect. 
Their arrogant attempts at Congressiona] domina- 
tion, the impudence of their claims and attitude, 
the contempt and hate for the North which they 
do not attempt to conceal, their shotgun and Ku- 
Klux policies, their terrorism and murders, are mak - 
ing it impossible for the Democtats to carry a 
Northern election, and difficuit to vote the same 
ticket they do and preserve seli-respect, 

The Colonel closes his strong article by advie- 
ing the War Democrats to hold other political 
issues in abeyance till it is ascertained whether 
there bas been a war, and, if there bas been one, 
what war the subject of the dispute, and with 
which side the victory remained.“ Thousands 
of other thoughtful men all over the country 
are looking at National questions from the same 
standpoint with the editor of the 7¢elegraph, and 
will follow bis advice in subordinating all other 
issues until those for which the North fought 
are acknowledged to be supreme everywhere.

The Hon. Warren Cuasz, who was for many 
years a conspicuous figure in the early political 
histury of Wisconsin, has turned up again 
somewhat prominentiy in California, as an 
editor, politician, and member-elect of the State 
Senate. Mr. Cuasz first appeared in the then 
Territory of Wisconsin in 1840, and attracted 
considerable attention by the deep interest he 
took in the establishment of the Fourierite 
Community at Cresco, Fond da Lac County. 
The Fourierites were Commanists, and held 
their property iu common, ona plan similar to 
that practiced by the Oneida Community, al- 
though it is denied that y “bardly 
ever“ indulged in the Glomhestic eccen- 
tricities peculiar to the last-named Order. 
Mr. CHASE was a member of both Constitu- 
tional Conventions, and, after the State was ad- 
mitted into the Union, be sat in the Senate dur- 
ing the sessions of 1848 and 1849. He left the 
Democratic party when Lewis Cass was nom- 
inated, and fought it valiantly with the pen and 
on the platform until 1872, when he returned to 
it again. He was the Free-Soil candidate for 
Governor of Wisconsin in 1851, and one of the 
Presidential Electors in 1852 on the Hate and 
JULIAN ticket,—stumping the State for Free 
Soil, Free Speech, Free Labor, and Free Men.“ 
He was ove of the Vice-Presidents of 
the Vittsburg National Convention that 
nominated Haug, which was presided over 
by the late Henry Wirson. He was the 
friend and supporter of ApRanaM LINCOLN, 
and voted for Grant in 1868. In. 1872 he en- 
listed under the banner of Horace GREELEY, 
and, being in Missouri, he was made one of the 
Presidential Electors in that State. Four years 
later, he supported Peter Coorgr,—the Green- 
back lunacy being well adapted to enlist Mr. 
Cuaspe’s sympathies. He is now editor of the 
Santa Barbara Jndependent, and a member-elect 
of the next Senate. He is an able writer, a 
fluent, pleasing speaker, and, with all his polit- 
ieal eccentricities, a man of correct private de- 
portmeat. He was contemporary with Icnasnop 
Coppixe, C. LATAM SwoLes, and SHERMAN 
M. Bootn,—a band of able men who did more 
to make Slavery odious to the people of Wis- 
cousin than apy other influence.

A GIGANTIC FIZZLE. 
acta Dispatch to The Trivune 


Marni, N. I., Oct. 16.—The race set down 


for to-day between Courtney and Hanlan proved 
de grandest fizzle of the year. if not for many 
years. The crowd was a big fizzle; in fact, the 
whole affair was the most ridiculoustbing known 
in aquatic history. Courtnev's reputation, 
which bas been under a cloud since the Lachine 
race, is still greater darkened by the develop- 
ments of to-day. It may be that be can clear 
himself, but it will de extremely hard for him 
to do 80. 

Early this morning it became reported that 
Courtney’s boat had been cut, and be would be 
unable to pull. Later it was reported that 
this was untrue, and the selling of pools was 
kept up lively. Soon after two men came up 
from Courtnev's beadquarters and said that the 
rumors about the boats were true. Then a large 
crowd proceeded to the Union Springs man’s 
house. Here it was found that both of his 
boats 

HAD BEEN RENDERED USELESS 
dy being sawed nearly in two. His regular boat, 
the one in which he was to row, was cut almost 
in twain, about ten feet from the bow, while bis 
practice craft hada gash in it about six..feet 
from the stern. 

Explanation was demanded, and Frenchy 
Johnson told a story. He said 
about 6 o'clock Courtney’s nephew and 
Larmon, who were detailed to watch the boats, 
for the first time since they came to the lake 
Went up town to see how the pools were sell- 
ing. About a quarter to 9 he (Frenchy) went to 
the boat-house, and found the boats in the con- 
dition previously referred to.

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 
Special Dicnatc.. to The Tribune. 

Kroxuk, Ia., Oct. 15.—Startling events in 
connection with the trial of Bill Young for the 
Spencer murder at Kahoka, Mo., follow one an- 
other with remarkable rapidity. For the 
past three days the interest bas ceutered on the 
whereabouts of Detective Lane, who was in 
possession of the bloody overalls which form 
such an important link in the chaia of evidence 
against Loung. This morning at daylight 
Lane was found lying in the road in an insensi- 
bie condition, with his neck badly swollen, and 
marks of violence on his head. He was brought 
to Kaboka, restoratives administered, and after a 
time recovered sufficiently to relate what had 
trauspired. Lane says bs returned to Kahoka 
last evening, and proceeded to Kellisen’s, where 
the overalls were left for safe-keepiog, for the 
purpose of getting them to introduce in evi- 
dence. On his return, three men rode up be- 
bind him. assaulted him with some blunt instru- 
ment, knocked him down, took the overalis, and 
escaped, leaving himfor dead. He recetved two 
severe blows on the head, and was choked until 
bis throat was badly swollen. When conscious- 
ness began to return be was in a delirium, and 
the first thing be said was Lou've got em, 
now, G- d—— you; let me alone.“ The affair 
created the wildest excitement at Kahoka, and 
the feeling against Young became very intense. 
Threats of hanging bim were freely indulged in, 
and, had Lane died, it is thought that nothing 
could have prevented mob violence. A strong 
guard bes been placed over the jail, and, as Lane 
is improving, with every prospect of recovery, 
no trouble is anticipated. The excitement ran 
so high that court was adjourned, and no testi- 
mony was taken to-day in consequence. 

This afternoon Bent Harold, Isaac Hull, and 
William Hull were taken into custody by the 
Anti-llorse-Thief Association, en suspicion of 
baving committed the assault on Lane. Isaac 
Hull is a brother-in-law of Bill Young. William 
Hull is his son, and Harold his son-in-law. All 
three are witnesses for the defense. The news 
: attempted assasination awakened intense 
i nation among the members of the Anti- 
Horsc-Tbief Aasociation, about 200 of whom 


are bere attending the Grand Lodge, 
and it tt their @niversal opinion 
that Young’s case will be much prejudiced by 
the dastardly act. Arrangements are made so 
that if mob violence of any kind should be at- 
tempted at Kaboka the Grand Lodge would 
proceed to that place in a body for the purpose 
ef preserving the peace. The society is op- 
posed to violence, and will co-operate with the 
authorities in preventing it. The members of 
the association, who live near Kahoka, bare 
been summoned home to assist in keeping down 
the mob and avoiding bioodshed. They say 
that if Young is guilty they will exhaust every 
means to have him punished, but they propose 
to see that the law takes its course and that he 
shail have a fair trial. 


THE KENTUCKY VENDETTA. 

Grayson, Ky., Oct. 15.—Later reports from 
the Underwood country contirm yesterday’s re- 
port, and even make the last fearful tragedy 
more aggravated. An eye-witness, Mrs. Edna 
Griflith, informs us that she and three other 
women of the Underwood family were sitting 
up with the corpse of Jesse Sunday night when, 
about 10 0’clock, some twenty-five or thirty 
men, all with blacked faces, came into their yard 
demanding admittance, claiming that they were 
hunting for Ciaib Jones and John Morton, and 
they would not hurt George if be would let 
them in. ‘The doors then being opened fifteen 
of the men came into the house, scized all the 
arms inthe house, and staving over an hour. 
They talked about the Usoderwood war, uncov- 
ered Jesse’s corpse, made rude jokes about him, 
and laughed boisterously. Finally, one ot them 
said, Let us bring our meeting to a close,” 
and then they asked George to show 
them where he had been shot. George then 
leaned over to show them his arm, when one 
man emptied hie gun, loaded with slugs and 
shot, right through his breast, tearing a bole 
as large as a man’s fist. Another shot him 
through the back of the bead, and then they 
le(t.

HAYDEN, 
Svectal Dias to The Triduna. 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 16.—The testimony 
in the Hayden trial, to-day, was principally by 
medical experts, and was curious and ioterest- 
ing in its character. Prof. Waite, of Yale Med- 
ical College, apprebending a question as to 
arsenical poisoning, said that last Saturday be 
experimented on bimself with one-twentieth of a 
grain of arsenic, and found that fifteen minutes 
after the poison was taken it had passed into the 
bladder, as proved by the Gaudier test. One 
reason of the experiment was that in examining 
the body of the murdered girl six months af- 
ter burial, only one Kidney could be found. 


It was believed that the defense would use 


this fact as proof that parties, acting in the in- 
terest of the prosecution, bad surreptitiously 
tampered with the remains, but Prof. Waite ac- 
counted for the preservation of the single 
kidney found, ty saying that, after the first post 
mortem, it, was placed fo the chest cavity near 
the gullet, and some of the arsenic taken by the 
girl, lodging in the gullet, had, by diffusion, re- 
acted on the kidney and preserved it. The 
other kidney being down nearer the abdomen, 
became disintegrated in common with the adja- 
cent parts. In all the cross-examivations of the 
State’s witness, counsel for the defense exerted 
themselves to establish the fact that opportunt- 
ties existed at various times for the placing 
of arsenic in the corpse, so that the State might 
have additional evidence to insure conviction. 
However, these efforts werv but partly success- 
ful. The several exhumations and hacking of 
the body of the murdered girl by the 
doctors were described by the physicians, 
and some of the evidence was _§sick- 
euing in its character, and especially 
to the ladies, large numbers of whom have 
thronged the Court-room during the trial. 

One feature of the case is that the girl’s sup- 
posed pregnancy by her clergyman led to her 
death at bis hands, but Dr. Jewett, wuo re- 
corded the first post mortem, testified that 
there were no visible evidences of pregnancy, 


in the uterus such as must bave existed before 
the girl could pave had the sensation inducing 
ber suspicion. The State put in evidence of 
Hayden's admission that he purchased arsenic 
on the day of the murder, and the defense, 
on cross-examination, sought to show that 
he also stated that on the same day, after re- 
turning nome, he plared with bis children, and 
could not well have had murder in his beart. 
The State objected to the admissibility of this 
evidence at this time. Without giving a de- 
cision, the Court adjourned until to-morrow.

“WHaT SORT OF A MAN IS uE!”’ E 
“te isa 2 — 2 over 
six feet in t, well: proportion dresses 
elegantly in the Indian costume; is a good 
Spanish scholar, shrewd and affable, and a last- 
ing friend of the whites, and firm in bis purpose 
toxontrol bis people in the interestof the 
whites. The warning de gave to the settlers 
near the Southern Agency is but a repetition of 
the warning be gave some seven years ago to 
the people living in Saguache. He was uy cou- 
stant companion on ail dangerous missions 
when I had charge of the Southern Agency. He 
is the only decent Indian I ever met, bat there 
are considerations behind. He is wealthy,— 
bas an immense berd of cattle, sheep, and 
ponies, and has to a slight extent adop the 
customs of the whites in his own fam- 
ity. Were be deprived of the  bepe- 
fits that have accrued to him on 
account of His frievdliness to the whites. in my 
opinion he would ve as bad as the rest. There 
is pot one of them who can be trusted a min- 
ute. I never felt safe while among them. In- 
wardly I trembled, but outwardly I controlled

are more affable asarule. Their lauguage con- 
teins many words resembling Hebrew ones, and 
many of their customs are like those of the 
Jews in the Mosaic period. They are the best 
dressed and the vest looking of all the Iudiaus. 
but do not average more than five feet three 
inches in t, and are not nearly 
as commanding as the Cheyennes, Sioux, or 
Arapahoes. Generally they are veat in their 
habits. I used to issue soap and combs to them. 
A few of them are inclined to adopt the white 
man's way of living, but as a rule they are op- 
to anything the white man does.

“Their inherent cussedness. Mr. Meeker, as 
the conscientious Agent of the Government, 
endeavored to compei the Indians to cultivate 
the soil as the Government ordered. They re- 
volted at the idea of work. They never did 
and never will work, and wil! fight to avoid it.” 

Was there any encroachments on their ter- 
ritory?”’ 

“No. The white people of the Territory are 
no more responsible for the outbreak than the 
citizens of Chicago. It was the wish of we Iu- 
dians on both reservations to bave the whites 


come, because they could get tobacco from the 


prospectors. But the whites have no. disposi- 
tion to go to the Northern Agency. There is 
nothing to call them there. It is the worst part 
of the Territory.” 

„How much nd did the Govornment 
want them to cultivate?” 

„Only a few acres.“ 

“ Why did thev object?” 

Their pretext was that they didn’t want to 
break up — huptimg-grounds.”’ 

* You think they will not work?” 

“1 do; and as an illustration let me tell you 
an incident. I wanted help once in stowmg 
away some goods in one of the Agency build- 
ings, and i sent to the Chiefs for men. Schavan- 
augu came and emilingiy grunted an assent. He 
W. off and came back shortiy with 3 
little boy about 4 years old, and varned. bim over 
to me with the remark, ‘Papoose work, squaw 
work, beap big Chief no work,’ and then be 
walked away. That was the cutest and 
most emphatic squelching 1 ever 
got ion my life. Auother instance: 
I once made an issue of sugar, coffee, blankets, 
and beef,—a certain amount to each Chief who 
came, and told them to take the goods away. 
Each one took his pile, laid it to one side, 
marked the goods, and then rode away. Their 
camp was about fifteen miles off. The next 
morning each Chief came with a squaw and 
pony, and the squaws loaded down tne ponies 
and went off, the Cbie!s following empty-hauded 
in the rear. The only things I ever — them 
to carry were powder and lead.“

But be has been driven away 
on account of his love affairs. At Monument 
Dell he was accused of seducing the wife of one 
of the subordinate Chiefs. A council was beld, 
and the woman was sentenced to be killed. She 
was seated on the stumpot a tree, and the 
executioner beat ber brains out. The punisb- 
ment inflicted on Jack was the payment to the 
husband of two ponies, five blankets, a rifle, 
a foot of lead, anda bandful of powder. He 
saved my life once. While on my way once 
across the piains to Denver without an escort, 
I met bim (be had been expelled from bis tribe 
for some escapade with a woman), and took him 
up as a Chief belonging to my Agency. It wos in 

ovember, and intensely cold, and I found m- 
self freezug— was perfectly N to give up 
and go to sleep, and sat down for that purpose. 
Jack pulled me up, took out his knife and 
pricked me in the sides and cheeks and kicked 
and pounded me, and in that way kept me on 
the move for three hours, and when we reached 
Denver I was nearly exhausted.“ 

„Ar OF THE OTHER LEADERS!” 

„ Well, as to Peaba, I can say nothiug in par- 
ticular, except that be is about 35, very hand- 
some, naturally polite, and is a great favorit 
with the squaws. Washington, who is 80 years 
old, is the patriarch of the tribe., Bill is an 
Adonis,—a squaw Indian.” 

* Was Meeker obnoxious to them!“ 

“As I said, they are not to de trusted. 
Dougiass, who is supposed to have done his best 
to save. Mr. Meeker and the employes, is a 
good-looking Indian, frank ana oben in his ex- 
pressions, but, wita all of them, very treacb-, 
erous. Mr. Meeker wasas complete a repre- 
fentative of the Christian religion as I ever met. 
He blamed me continually for what he termed 
my harshness, and asserted that prayers, and 
Christian influence, and kindness would eventu- 
ally bring the Indians to a civilized life. He 
met them with an olive branch in one hand aud 
a Bible in the other, and prayers on his lips. He 
carried out his policy, and you see the result. 
told bim if ne did so ; 

HE WOULD BE A DEAD MAN. 


He was the embodiment of the Quaker policy. 
He accepted the position of Agent not for its 
emoluments, but from a sense of duty. He 
was a noble man, and 1 never met a purer or 
more upright and devoted friend of the Indian 
than he. e would get on his knees and pray, 
trusting to God for his safety. He often ex- 
ceeded his instructions in bis kindness of heart. 
I often told him to be careful in one thing,—io 
making promises to be sure and promise less 
than he was able to give,—in the fulfillment 
to give a little more toan he bad 
promised, and to do it with as few words as 
possible. The Indians don’t like talk. An 
Agent or white man can bave more influeuce 
over them by affecting to refuse their requests 
or demands, and, after apparently studying the 
matter in their presence, give what they ask, 
and a little more.” 

„How long will this trouble last!“ 

“It is over.“ : 

„ne Indians haven't surrendered ?”’ 

No, but they will separate, scatter in the 
mountains, and most of them will eventually 
seek the Southern Agencr and Ouray’s protec- 
tion, and, if he recommends tir pardon, noth- 
ing will be done to them. If he names anv jor 
punishment it will be the aspirmg Chiefs who 
have rebelled — him and sought to estab- 
lish bands of their own.“ 

“WHAT MAKES YOU THINK THEY WILL BE PAR- 
DONED?”’ 

“They dido’t scalp che people they killed. 
That means that they are not bostile. Uniess 
they scalp their victiins they are not a war, 
though they kill millions. They do not hold 
themselves accountable unless the victims are 
terribly mutilated and scalped. Scalping isa 
declaration of war against the Government.“ 

* And will they not be punished for the mur- 
ders they have committed“ 

“I do not believe any of them wil, it the 
Quaker policy prevails, and it probably will.“ 
¢*What is your ijea concerning the Indian 
problem?’’ 

„My idea is that it will never be settled until 
they are turned over to the War Department. 
They should be treated kindiy when they de- 
serve it. but when they don’t they should be 
exterminated. 

UNDER THE QUAKER POLICY 

there will be trouble, ont go long as there are 
Indians to make it. Now that the Utes have 
shed blood, they can no longer be depended 
upon. They will be restless from this time on. 
While professing to be friendly, they will take 
advantage of every opportanity to steal and 
kill, and, with the small torce of regular troops 
scattered as they are, the settlers in Colorado 
will have little or no protection. The recruiting 
of volunteers from among the miners and ranch- 
mee for service that is likely to extend over 
more than a few days is impracticable. Waile 
they are willing to take up arms in their own de- 
ence and go to the rescue of their fellows, they 
are not willing to leave their families and in- 
terests long enough to enter upon a campaign 
against the Indians. They have never been 
known to do it, andthey never willdo it. The 
safety of the people of the Territory depends 
upon the regular troops, and there ought to be 
more of them. There are not enough men 
bardiy to guard Colorado alone. It took two 
weeks to get 800 or 1,000 men to the succor of 
Capt. Pavone. If the Northern and Southern 
Utes were to combine with the Piutes of New 
Mexico;—the Arrapahoes would be giad to join 
them, no doubt,—it would take asicge of weeks, 
if not montis, to dislodge them from their 
mountain fortifications.” 

** What will become of the Indians who do not

| “When opportunity offers they will sneak 

into some reservation and be Jost among pro- 

fessed friendly Indians, who will take care of 

them.“ 

“DO YOU THINK THEY CAN BE MADE CHRIS- 
TIANs?”’ 

“No. A civilized and Christianized Indian is 
the most -abject creature on earth. Their idea 
of the Great Spirit and the happy hunting- 
grounds is the chief incentive for every act. The 
Spirit leads them in everything, and, if they 
die, the happv bhunting-gruuod is their reward. 
Au Indian who gets the small-pox believes tne 
Great Spirit is punishing him, and he leaves his 
tribe as soon as the symptoms appear, and is 
never beard of again unless be recovers, when 
be comes back. They think the white man, of 
himself, could not build the railroad and the 
telegraph lines,—that the Great Spirit put it 
into bis head to doit. Any work of the Great 
Spirit is sacred to them, and that is 
the reason why _ they never touch 
such property. I saw some in a circus 
at Denver. They endured the performance 
until the bareback-riding, when they became 
trigutened and went out. When asked about it 
afterwards, they said no man without the aid 
of the Great Spirit could perform sach wonders 
on a horse.“

Numberless at- 
tempts to effect the transfer have had the same 
result. This system of coercion has at last re- 
sulted in depredations and murders by the In- 
dians, and Col. Morrow has already had several 
fights with them, punishing them severely. 


THE INDIAN BUREAU. 
ITS ADMINISTRATION CRITICISED. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cu1caGo, Oct. 14.—It was my good fortune to 
travel through Southern Colorado, New Mexico, 
and portions of Arizona in 1872, 78, and 74. 
during the greater part of which years I re- 
mained in the Territories, and bad ample time 
and opportunity to observe the workings of that 
gigantic fraud, and worse than useless machine, 
called the Indian Bureau. I use the terms ad- 
visedly, and know whereof 1 speak, and, while 
time and space confine me toa few of the many 
facts gathered and acts personally witnessed 
during the years mentioned, yet I state sufll- 
cient to show— 

1. That the workings of said Bureau, as car- 
ried out, were an outrageous fraud upon the In- 
dians, and, lastly, upon the actual settlers and 
people of the Territories, upon whose innocent 
heads the Indians, iu their blind fury, and with 
all the savagery of their revengeful nature, visit- 
ed the sins of the Indian Rings and Bureau 
thieves. 

It wasa vicarious atonement. The settlers 
and soldiers suffered and died for the sins of 
others. The Indian knows no distinction. If 
he is wronged by the whites, then the whites 
must suffer; such is his logic, and so he acts. 

The thrill of horrgr caused by the massacre of 
the gallant Custer and his heroic band is still 
fresh in the memory of all,—especially those of 
us who followed his leadership on other fields. 
But the cry is Still more victims,“ and we read 
the ghastly accounts of other butcheries. Aside 
from this, we should remember that hundreds of 
victims meet the same horrible fate, uncbron- 
icled and unknown. In terrible and revolting 
means of torture, a revengeful Indian could, 
with confidence, compete with old Diabolus him- 
sell, —but this chapter is better untold. 

Why a civilized nation of 45,000,000 of people 
should suffer such cruel sacrifices to continue 
from year to vear is j 

BEYOND REASONABLE COMPREHENSION. 

Why the Indians do it I very well know, and 
shill presently explain by actual facts,—not 
theories. I bave heard and read theories and 
opinions on this subject till, like the people on 
the trontier, I am tired and sick of them. It is 
no matter of surprise that the patience and en- 
durance of the people of Colorado, New Mexico, 
and Arizona are exhausted, and that they are 
disgusted with theories and the workings of the 
Indian Department. 

The people on the frontier know very well 
that a wild Indian cannot be. farmed out to an 
Episcopalian, Presbyterian, or Methodist, and 
successfully brought up oo their different theo- 
logical tenets. Those people know, to their 
sorrow, that said ward will never become as pro- 


ficient in theology as ne is with the scalping- 


knife. That the Indian objects to being fed 
upon such pabulum, and, when hungry, will 
throw spiritual food to the Coyotes, and go on a 
plundering and thieving expedition—the war- 
path if necessary—to get food. 

A more honest issue of the corn and beef ap- 
propriated for the Indians would 

KEEP THEM IN BETTER CONTROL 
and a more Christian frame of mind. “ Self- 
preservation is the first law of nature,“ and, 
whatever else we may say or think of him, an 
Indian is a natural production, and starving na- 
ture will assert itself. 

lt has been said that acertain warm region 
“is paved with good intentions.“ The Indian 
country is paved with the bones of innocent peo- 
pie, because good intentions and treaties have 
not been kept or property carried out. 

Indian outbreaks and Wars are aimost invaria- 
biy traceable to some such cause, and to tne 
utter iucompetency, heartiess dishunesty, and 
koavery of the people having charge of Iudiau 
affairs, and the jopbers and contractors in col- 
lusion with them. ‘They are divided into two 
classes: 

First, those who, during times of peace, 

FILCH AND SWINDLE THE INDIANS 
out of what is justly due them under appro- 
priations made by the Government; and, sec- 
ond, those who make their money out ot the 
Government in furnishing the supplies, etc., 
necessary for an Indian campaign. 

It is ke the game of heads I win, tails you 
lose. At peace or war, those leeches consider 
the Indians their stock in trade, worth so many 
millions annually. How do they do it? The 
one set by swindling the Government, and the 
others by swindling the Indians. 

Aa Indian is not a lovable creature nor 3 de- 
sirable neighbor; but, of all the despicable and 
destestable set of villains at large, I consider 
those who plunder and steal from the Indlaus 
the worst. First. because the Indians have not 
the means, nor the intelligence, to detect the 
actual thieves and protect themselves by ciril- 
ized means. Second, because of the fearful 
consequences of an Indian outbreak to those 
who are innocent of any wrong. But, to be 
more specific, I will say that, baving been in the 
Indian Department myself, I know something 
of its workings and the kind of philanthropists 
engaged in conducting it. 

During the severe winter of 1773-’4 I visited 
an Indian Agency in the wilds of Arizona, and 
remained in an official capacity for some months. 
The tribe numbered between 9.000 and 10,000 
men, women, and children. 1 found the Ageacy 
almost entirely 

WITHOUT MEAT OR CORN,— 


a sufficient amount of which the Government 3 


was supposed to have furnished for the suste- 
nance of the tribe during the winter,—and, had 
it not been for the numerous berds of sheep 
raised and owued dy the Indians themselves, 
they would have been compelled to either go on 
the warpath for plunder or calmly starve. 

The bonesty and integrity of their then Agent 
was beyond question. He deplored the condi- 
tion of the Indians, and the situation in which 
he was placed, and feared the worst. Said he: 
»My Indians are starving, and I am powerless 
to help them, or avert an outbreak that is 
threatening and liable to occur any day; aud 1 
also know that the ‘squaw-men’ are poisoning 
the minds of the Indians against me because I 
put an end to the stealing that was going on 
here when I took charge of the Agency. 

Correspondent— Governor, what do you 
mean by ‘squaw-men’?”’ [The Agent was no 
less a personage than an ex-Governor. | 

Governor—“‘ A set of worthless, renegade 
white men who are too lazy to earn an honest 
living, and are lost to every sense of honor, 
honesty, and manhood. They have acquired 
the name of ‘ squaw-men’ because they consort 
with squaws, and thus 

FURNISH THE PLAINS WITH HALF-BREEDS. 
They blossom out on almost every Indian res- 
ervation; and, if the Agent will not be governed 
and controlled by them, and conduct the affairs 
of the Agency in their interests and for their 
gaiv, they usually manage to cet some unknovn 
Indian to take care of the Agent, by accident 
or otherwise, or, failing in this, will stir ap the 
whole tribe to revolt.“ 

C.—“ That is about the condition of affairs 
here at present, as I understand!“ 

G.—“ Yes; my Indians are almost driven to 
it by hunger, and the ‘squaw-men’ are doing 
all they can to increase and spread the discon- 
tent through the tribe.” 

C.—* is there no way of getting rid of such a 
set. Cannot the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs cause an order to be issued expelling 
them from the reservation? 

G. Yes. Such orders bave been issued, but it 
does no good. Those fellows simply go off the 
Indian reservations, the squaws follow them, 
„ hey can the

CONTROLLED THE AGENCY 
before I came.. One of them—an Englishman— 
Was a sort of Sub-Agept nere. hut is now trav- 
eling in Europe. He left ois brother here with 
the sqvaws, and, it is claimed, bas set up the 
pins’ to have me disposed of, or run away from 
the reservation.“ 

C.—“ What amount of salary was this 
European tourist receiving for his labors at this 
Agency ?”’ 

G.—** About the same 1 am paying you.“ 

C.— That would not board und clothe him 
respectably.” 

G.— No; the salary was not considered, but 
the perquisites, as things were manipulated, 
amounved to a small fortune.“ 

C.—* Running down thieves won't feed hun- 
gry Indians. How is it that you have no supplies 
on hand forthem. Is the appropriation ex- 
hausted?” 

G.—** Yes.” 

C. — “ How so: did you feed all the corn and 
beef to the Indians during the summer. so that 
57 might die of starvation this winter!“ 

.— No. sir. My oredecessor exhausted the 
appropriation before I took charge of the 
ageucy.”’ 

U.—**How did he do it? By stuffing the In- 
dians ?“ 

G. — No, not in that manner; but by stuffing 
the vockets of the Indian contractors and his 
associates, and those in collusion with him. By 
issuing vouchers, and certifying to them, for 
buodreds of thousands of pounds of corn and 
beef that was never delivered at the Agency, and 
thus enabling the contractors to draw pay for 
what they did not furnisu—except on paper.”’ 

C. — “ Please explain.”’ 

G. — Well, the number of Indians to de fed 
at this Agency, according to official count, are 
nearly 9,000; but they are divided up into bands 
under different Chiefs, aud live from 75 to 150 
miles away from the Agency. Only a few hun- 
dred are near us. Every fourth day is issue, or 
ration, day. The few who are here would draw 
a little corn and beef,—the amount allowed for 
four days’ rationsjper man—which would aggre- 
gate afew hundred or thousand rations. The 
Agent would certify on honor that 36,000 rations 
bad been issued, viz.: four days’ rations to 9,000 
persons, As soon as the supplies had been thus 
exhausted, on paper, be would 

CERTIFY TO ANOTHER SET OF VOUCHERS 
for so many huodred thousand pounds of corn, 
and deliver to the corn-contractor, and repeat 
the same formality for the beef, ete. And on 
these vouchers the contractors would draw the 
money, without having delivered a single pound 
of supplies on account of them. This process 
was continued until the entire money appropria- 
tion for Indian supplies for the fiscal year was 
exhausted.“ : 

Occasionally an Indian Inspector’? would 
come along, but everything was straight,“ on 
paper. The Agent would have his supply of 
corn in the granary and his beef on the hoof to 
show for the last set of vouchers issued to the 
contractors. Ask him about former supplies, 
and he could show by bis papers that they were 
received from the contractors and 

ISSUED TO THE INDIANS. 
Here are copies of Mr. ——, Indian Agents’ 
vouchers, which show tne full number of rations 
issued every regular issue-day. Now you can 
understand why those Indians are in a starving 
condition this winter, and that I am powerless 
to relieve them. 

Lou may think that such astupendous fraud 
would satisfy those feilows, but they cut still 
closer. Let me explain: the beef is bought 
from the contractor on the hoof, and killed at 
the Agency as necessity requires. The cattle 
furnished here were in the most miserable con- 
dition imaginable, and the majority of them not 
half grown. In every herd, however, were a 


tew of the finest specimens of beef cattle 
that could de procured in the coun- 
try. Three oi those would be killed as 
soon as the contractor made bis delivery at the 
Agency. They would then be weighed, and a 
tuirlof their gross weight taken as an average 
of the weight per nead 

OF THE ENTIRE HERD, 
when, in fact, the majority of the cattle would 
not weigh one-quarter as much as those § 
fur au average. 

C. — “ Governor, did you ever witness *any- 
thing of this kind!“ 

G.—“ Yes. A ne arrived here about the 
time I came to reiieve my predecessor, and 1 
saw them take the average in ne mauner above 
described. I strenuously objected, and threat- 
ened them with exposure, etc., and was in- 
formed that | would live longer by minding my 
ova business; thatl was not running the af- 
fairs of the Agency just yet, etc. 

THIS WAS NOT ALL. 
After I took charge of this Agency, youchers 
came here, iesued irom the office of the Saper- 
intendent of Iudian Affairs, showing that the 
contractor bad delivered so many 100,000 
pounds of coru to me, accompanied by a request 
that | would certify and return said vouchers to 


enable the contractor to draw his money.“ 

C.—** Well, Governor, did you certify and re- 
turn them!“ 

G.— “ No. Iwrote back that it said con- 
tractor would go before an officer qualified to 
administer oaths, and swear that he had actual- 
ly delivered the corn to me, I would then take 
action on the matter.“ 

C.—Did the contractor make the required 
affidavit ?’’ 

G.— No, and I have not heard from him 
directly. but from others, that be remarked 1 
was a damped old fool, and could not caica him 
in any of my traps.’ But we are

the catalog of frauds practiced. The marks of 
Chiefs and Headmen are often made to papers, 
and witnessed and attested as having been read 
and interpreted to said Chiefs, etc., and fully 
explained and understood by them before sign- 


i 

C.—*“ Hold on, Governor! I am afraid affairs 
will end in our having the marks of some of 
those Indians made on our scalps. Is there. 
any means of getting away from here before the 
winter aks up? Will you furnish me a con- 
veyance ! 

G.— No. You have got to remain and take 
your chances with the rest of us. If I am only 
let alone with these Indians until the appro- 
priation for supplies for the next fiscal year be- 
comes available, it is alll ask. I can then 

KEEP TEEM QUIET 
and contented, anda peaceable future will be 
assured. I know their history and have studied 
them well. II given half a chaude, they would 
become more than self-sustaining.”’ 

But the old gentleman was not permitted to 
carry out his goodly intention. The fomenters of 
mischief were all the while busy among the 
Indians. ‘The white renegades (squaw-men) 
were doing their work, and before the hoped- 
for time came, this Agent’s family, and all con- 
nected With aim at the Agency, were chased 
away by Indians, without time to gather up any 
of their personal effects, or wearing apparel, 
other thau that they had on their persons. 

Sach is the brief history of an honest Indian 
Agent. One woo conscientiously labored in the 
interests of the Indians over whom be was 
placed. Early and late he was at work for the 
Indians. His official appeais in their behalf 
amounted to importunity, but he never con- 
sumed one moment of the day in writing them. 
While it was light he worked, and the first gray 
of early dawn always found bim

} mire,—-the old man was always there, with sume 


of his employes or Indians, to pull it out. To 
use the er pression of a regular- army offiver w 
stooped soage days with us, I never saw su 

a man to look alter and work for the Inaians.”’ 
But the services of such men are not wanted 
by those in immediate control of 
the Indians. Had this Agent persisted 
in remaining at the Agency, he would have met 
the same terrible fate that 80 recently befei 
Father Meeker. Good, capable, aud honest 
men have a bard time of it in the Indian service; 
their work is one of philanthropy,—not gain,— 
because the salaries recvived are a mere pittance 
for the labors performed and dangers msked. 
Only the conscienceless class I have described 
make the Indian service pay. And during the 
vears of which | speak they were in the large 
majority. 

Ine Department at Washington may desire 
and aim to have bonest and competent men in 
immediate charge of the Indians. The relugious 
bodies which send many of hem out may pray 
that the chosen ones are honest and true; bat, 
alas, for their rarity! While che authorities are 
boping and the religious denominations praying, 
the Ludians are being robbed. I hare seen some 
of those chosen ones, with their pockets full of 
stolen ludian goods, 

GET UP AND MAKE LONG PRAYERS 

for the conversion of the heathen Indians, that 
theireyes might be ovened to the Truth. &c., 
Ke. If the poor, swindled Indians’ eyes had 
been opened so as to see some trutùs, they 
would have taken those byvocritical rascals’ 
scalps, because they were not robbing the lu- 
diaus by such petty means as the pockets, but 
by wavon loads at whuiesale. I bave met 
many mising outfits completelv supplied with 
Iudiau goods, und to the question, Boys, where 
did you get your new goods the answer has 
often been, ‘*Oid C——, the Ingin ageat at ——, 
sold em tous. Kalkerlate the old sinner stule 
‘em out of his regular supplies; but we arn’t 
's ‘squisitive as you be. Are ve tryin to git the 
drop ou the old cuiss? Why don’t ve git arter 
D—— eat —— agency? He ‘stakes’ outfits reg- 
lar—bet ver Ilie.“

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does not warrant such a sweep- 
ing assertion. But, now that the country is 
aroused and crying out for the lives of ihe In- 
dians,—and there are plenty of very bad ones 
—would it not be well, before killing them off 
indiscriminately by wholesale (as has been ad vo- 
cated), to 

INVESTIGATE AND 8EE 

if the Indian service would not be benefited 
and purified by just a leetle bloodletting 
from the veins of a class who, by their acts, 
keep the Indians in an almost constant state 
of excitement and turmoil, bordering on out- 
break’’?? Ot course such a condition of affairs 
keeps the honest and good people of the Ter- 
ritories io a state of anxiety and uncertainty 
as to what is in store for them. It may be 
peace and orosperity, or the tomahawk and 
scalping-knife,—they cannot tell. Who can 
wonder at their patience being exhausted, or 
even censure them for feeling like taking the 
lodian question into their owo hands for settle- 
ment? 

There should be a remedy and a quietus put 
on all these evils, without having to leave the 
matter to individuals for settiement. 

In 1873, I was denounced by the Indian 
Ring for advocating, through the columns of 
Tus Tamonz, the transfer of the Indians to 
the careof the War De ment. I contended 
then, as 1 do now, t the branch of our 
Government that controls and holds the savages 
in check should be the one to feed them; that 
the correct and thorough systém of keeping 
army accounts, the constant surveiliance of 
commanding officers, Inspector-Geverais, and 
others, render fraud a thing almost impossible 
and sure of detection if attempted. It is 
possible that there are people who will not 
relish what I have written concerning the 
management of Indian affairs. My only apology, 
however, is, that 

None feel the pinching shoe 
Save those who wear it. 


THE PEOPLE’S VOICE. 
SANCTITY OF SQUAW LIFE, AND SINS OF SETTLERS. 
To the Ediior of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 16.—Some time ago a small 
band of indians broke from their reservation 
and left a reeking trail of some hundred miles, 
on which they burned the dwellings, destroyed 
or carried off the property of all paletaces, and 
murdered, outraged, and mutilated the owners. 
United States soldiers captured the criminals 
and imprisoned them, to await the award of 
merit sure to be accorded them; but they were 
impatient, and turned upon the guards. These 
proposed immunity and protection to the squaws 
and papooses, {while they should starve their 
defiant prisoners into subjecuon; but, woman- 
like, the female portion of the band determined 
to share the fate of their husbands and brothers. 
With them they broke out and once more took 
tLe war-path, and, when pursued and overtaken, 
fought and fell with their defenders. 

As the costume of both sexes is precisely 
alike, as Indian men have no beards, and the 
women do not materially differ from them in 
size or strength, it would be quite impossible 
to distinguish them at musket-range; yet the 
fact that they were not distinguished, but were 
all shot, on their refusal to surrender, created a 
thrill of horror throughout the dength and 
breadth of the land. Our philanthropists stood 
aghast at the cruelty of our soldiers, and our 
presses teemed witn their indignant protests. 
We had heart-rending appeals and touching 
pictures of wounded squaws; but not a word 
about the white women and ecbildren whom 
these same squaws had mutilated and dismem- 
bered; nothimy of the dwellings to which tney 
and their papooses bad applied the 
torch, Had wey been white women, 
guilty of a tithe of their crimes, 
no civilized community could have disputed their 
right to die by the hauds of the public execution- 
er; but, being squaws, our Christianity demanded 
that the officere appointed to keep the peace 
should exercise superhuman knowledge and 
care to preveot their punisbment. That they 
failed in this respect was cause for the most un- 
just aspersions from lips most given to prayer, 
and praise, and words of pious exhortation ; lips 
which were sealed as to ‘he fate of the Christian 
women aod children butchered by those savages 
because their beans did not suit their taste. 

Ail thé inconceivable, indescribaole horrors of 
terror, and anguish, and shame endured by the 
Christian women and children of Minnesota ia 
1862 failed to call out a word or sigo of sympa- 
thy from Eastern piety, which beld up its bands 
in holy horror because the annuity payment, at 
the Sioux Agency, had been delayed two weeks, 
and Mr. Lo insulted by an offer of greenbacks 
instead of gold. 

That these outrages had been perpetrated 
upon him was held to be sufficient provocation 
to justify any mode of redress he pleased to 
adopt; and, as dismembering white women and 
baking paleface babies alive in cook-stoves 
was a part of bis pian for securing justice, his 
Quaker friends could but turn away their faces 
and silently acquiesce. No squaw, uo panpoose 
was injured, and so there was noroom for any 
appeai to Christian mercy. 

ves any one charge me with injustice to that 
gentle Quaker policy which has pretty nearly 
captured and strangied our old stalwart Chris- 
tianity? Let him look at the facts. Let him re- 
gard the calm indifference with which people 
have awaited news from the Meeker family, and 
compare it with the intense excitement about 
those squaws during their imprisonment in the 
fort, and the pursuit which followea their es- 
cape. 

Now, our Qnakerized Christianity has no in- 
terest in depreciating the value of Christian 
lives and exaggerating that of savages; and we 
must look for due reading of this riddle to that 
rotton old Bureau which makes money by cod- 
diing indians and bas po source of gain in a self- 
supporting white population. All the ingenuity 
developed by the fraudulent pursuit ot gain is 
systimatically brought to bear ou the beuev- 
vlence of the country to tauddle, confuse, and 
use it. 

Samson was no more surely set to grinding in 
the mill of the Philistines than Christianity in 
that of the Indian Bureau. This old iniquity 
makes treaties with the Indians; breaks the 
treaties; robs the Government and the Indian; 
makes its owa crimes the apology for the crimes 
they provoke; plays penitent, or lays its sins at 
the door of its victims; blames Joba Smith, and 
pute Jim in bis place to repeat bis operations: 
doubles, and turns, and twists like the old 
serpent it is; mixes up truth and falsehood; 
— pious or profane, according to occasion; 

ut never for a moment stops stealing, and 
always joins in the cry of “Stop thief!’ look- 
ing over his shoulder at tne settier, who is 
likely to destroy his gains by covering the coun- 
try with folks who will raise their own Dread. 

The latest exploit, of the Bureau is the report 
from Stanley, Agent,“ in this morning’s 
Tripungs. No danger of trouble from Te 
Giana, eicher near or remote, unless precipitated 
by evil counsels and the conduct of the wuites, 
who seem determined to make trouble!“ 

W hat whites are determined to make trouble? 
Is it those who bave gone out with their fami- 
lies to make homes in the West, or the hangers- 
on of the Bureau, who want to keep the Iuadiaus 
in their present condition as asource of profit! 
Are settlers so eager to be massacred, and to se- 
cure the massacre of their wives and children, 
that this shepherd in the wilderness, caring for 
his brown sheep, is quite unable to keep the 
white woives from comius in and worrying mem! 

Maj. Thoroburgh and Agent Meeker must 
have been especially bent on making mischief! 
Out on this old theft and murder breeding Bu- 
reau, aud all its lying, thieving Agents! How 
dare they charge the waite settiers with the 
crunes which they themselves engender, that 
they may get gain by paaperizing the Indian and 
preserving him in a state of savagery?

Qomct, III., Oct. 16.—The River-Improve- 
ment Convention was neatly captured to-day by 
the Minnesota delegation aftera short and de- 
cisire debate upon the floor. The fourth reso- 
tution of the report presented by the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions declared that the Convention 
would pot commit itself to any prescribed plans 
of improvement. The fifth resolution, pre- 
pared by the Minnesota delegation, indorses the 
reservoir plan recommended by the United 
States Engineers. Whatever benefit may result 
from the recommendat f this Convention 
will be fully enjoyea by oper Mississippi 
people, who will get the advan of the flood 
oben the gates of the-reservoirs are opened in 
the dry season of the vear. 

The Copvention adjourned at 5 o’clock to-day, 
beving accomplished its work, and in the evea- 
ing partook of the bospitalities of the ladies of 
Quiocy at a banquet prepared on behalf of the 
delegates at the Park Hotel. Many of the dele-

ing. 
LETTERS OF REGRET. 

In the morning, whea the Convention was 
called to order, a short time was spent 
in reading communications from distinguished 
citizens of the country expressing their sym- 
pathy with the movement and their regret at 
not being able to be present. Among these was 
a letter from Davia Davis, United States Sena- 
tor from Illinois, who regarded cheap transpor- 
tation’ as the desideratum to be looked forward 
to. George H. Harlow, Secretary of State of 
Ilinois; the Hon. Zack Chandler, of Michigan; 
the Hon. C. C. Carter, of Fort Dodge, Kas.;

ST. LOUIS EXAGGERATION. ' 

Prof. Wright, of St. Louis, was allowed five 
minutes by the Convention to explain a map 
which he bad prepared, showing the At- 
antic-coast system, the Pacific-coast sys- 
em, the Northern-lake system, and 
he Mississippi-Valiey system. It is 
seedless to say that the Mississippi Valley sys- 
jem was prepared on the St. Louis plau of ex- 
wwgeratior, and comprised an area of country 
equal to all the rest combined, and exceeding in 
productiveness the balauce uf the United States. 
dapt. Eads was eulogized, and the commerce of 
he Mississippi and its tributaries maguiſied to 
m extraordinary extent. This speech was some- 
at rhetorical, aud florid and barren of facts. 

CAPT. COWDON, a 
of Cape Girardeau, Mo., who has long been 
identified with the i vement of the Missis- 
sippi River, and who. some original ideas 
upon the subject in question, was invited to 
decupy the floor for twenty-five minutes for the 
purpose of elucidating bis views. This idea of 
me improvement of the Mississippi River and 
sonfining it within its banks, he regarded as one 
of the erandest problems witb which the Amer- 
can people could occupy themselves. Capt. 
Cowdon’s plan is exactly opposit trom that of 
ill other theorists for the improvement of the 
Wississippi River. Whereas Capt. Eads and 
pthers are trying to make more water in the 
river, Capt. Cowdon desires to reduce 
the volume of the water. He 
said he believea the time once was 
when the mouth of the Mississippi River was at 


* Csiro, then at Red River, then at New Orleans, 


and finally it was extended suuthward to its 
present limits. As the mouth of the river ex- 
tended southward the current of the river be- 
came jess and less rapid. He proposed to 
MAKE AN OUTLET 
tor the river at Lake Borgue below New Or- 
leans, which could be dove at an expense not 
exceeding $250,000. . This plan would lower the 
fiver at New Orleans to withia three 
ow four feet of low-water mark. 
Hs dad noticed that wherever the 
tiver bad been confined within its banks the 
thanvei had been worn out and deepened ; there- 
fore he desired to concentrate the channe!l,— 
not spread it out over a Vast surface. On the 
Red River above Alexandria, by digging a chan- 
nel some twelve miles in length, the water 
could be drawn off to such an extent as to lower 
the water at the mouth of Rea River from 
eighteen to twenty feet, and at Cairo from ten 
to twelve feet. This would accomplish the ob- 
ject sought. The expense of these improve- 
ments would be comparatively small. 
THE RESERVOIR SYSTEM. 

Mr. P. B. Walker, of Minneapolis, editor of 
the Lwmberman, was asked to explain the 
reservoir system, which in brief covsists in re- 
taining the fall and spring floods in the numer- 
ous small lakes of the head-waters of the Mis- 
sissippi River by the construction of dykes and 
dams, to be used during the time of low water 
in August and September. By tbis system be 
thought the water could be raised at least four 
feet on the falls near St. Paul. By the con- 
struction of one of these dams 1.114 
fect in length and fourteen feet high 
in ope lake alone they could detain 40,000,000,- 
000 of cubic feet of water, to de used, when 
need be; in the river below during the summer 
months. He said that Government surveys and 
estimates had been made which showed the cost 
and the result which might. be expected to be 


obtained. 

JUDGE M. Y. JOHNSON, | 
of Galena, made a brief address to the Conven- 
tion, in which he called attention to the immense 
productions and the large amount of capital 
Of the Mississippi River Valley.

MINORITY REPORT. 

The minority presented the following: 

The objects and purposes of this Convention 
being to urge upon Congress the commercial meces- 
eitv of improving the Mississippi, Missouri, and 
Ohio Rivers, so that they may be navigable at a 
low stage of water, and that while this Conven- 
tion recognizes the paramvuunt importance of the 
speedy and adequate improvement of the main 
channels of these rivera, we are of the opinion 
that euch a result should be accomplisbed on its 
merits, which are amply sufficient to commend it 
to the favorable consideration of all reasonable 
men, and this Convention is Opposed to the unnec- 
essary expenditure of large sums in the 
improvement of unimportant tributaries tu secure 
an vefuence for the improvement of the three 
main rivers. Great as may be the necessity for the 
improvement of the main channels of the three 
rivers named, that necessity should not be met by 
the squandering of millions of dollars on minor 
and unimportant streams; teerefore be it

He 
moved that it be substituted for the majoritv 
report. On this motion Mr. S. F. Covington, of 
Nocionati, made a five minutes’ speech, in 
which be claimed that the tributary rivers could 
not be ignored. Were it not for these tributary 
rivers there would be no great rivers. It was a 
great injustice to cut off the people who lived 
along the rich Valley of the Obio, or on the Red 
River, or on the Arkansas and Ouachita Rivers 
from the benefits of these improvements. 
MR. HOGAN, OF sr. LOUIS, 
said this was an interesting question. He bad 
been a member of the first River- Im urovement 
Convention which had been beid in this valley. 
He wanted to know what would become of this 
country below us if it were not for the improve- 
ment of the St. Clair, Chippewa, and Black 
Rivers. He asked if they knew that the magoi- 
tude of the transit of these three rivers in lum- 
ber alone exceeded all the transit ou these riy- 
ers of all other products. He was in favor of 
the improvement of all the tribataries. 
TROUBLE ABOUT THE TRIBUTARIBS. 

Lysander Hord, of Keutucky, said by adopt- 
ing this minority report they would cot off all 
heip, and instead oi making progress they would 
go backwards. 

G. Ballingall, of lowa, thought if they at- 
tempted too much they would fail in all. They 
should first improve the Mississippi River, and 
the others would follow in the end. 

Mr. Dodge, of lowa, also spoke in favor of 
the minority report. There wasawide differ- 
ente between the rivers of national importance 
and those of local importance. They might as 
well Begin a house with the roof before 
laying the foundation, as to attempt to include 
every local interest in this scheme of river-im- 
provement. It would become so heavy that it 
would fall of its own weight. 

M. T. Johnoson accused the Iowa delegation 
of ecouomy in this matter because they had ne 
rivers.

NATIONAL MILLERS. 


Meeting of the National Millers’ Associa- 
tion at Milwaukee—The Financial Condi- 
tion—Puritiers. 

&p-cial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Muwaukzz, Wis., Oct. 16.—The Executive 
Committee of the National Millers’ Association 
met here last evening and to-day at the Plank- 
inton House. The first business attended to 
was in relation to the basis of settlement with 
State Associations. It was decided that the 
actual number of full-paid runs shall consti- 
tute the basis on all assessments prior to May 
15, 1879. A resolution was adopted that addi- 
tional mills that have used purifiers for clean- 
mg middlings, thereby receiving the same bene- 
fits from the defense of the Cochrane suits that 
have accrued to old members, shall be 
admitted on paying the same amount 
paid by them—$25 per run—on , as- 
sessments prior to May 15, 1879, and 
assessments for the current year. Mills not 
using purifiers, pew milis, and additional runs 
put in by old members, shall pay only assess- 
ments for the current year. 

Reborts were made, and letters read, io regard 
to the detense of the Vencbfield suits. A sug- 
gestion was made that millers of the United 
States get up an exhibition, say in the Exposi- 
tion Building at Chicago, where mill-furnishers 
and mill machinery men of the United States 
and Europe can display their manufactures in 
working order. and where millers of the world 
can exhibit samples of flour and bave them 
tested by baking in ovens built for the purpose. 
Tue meeting authorized President Bain to ap- 


point such committees as may be necessary to 


make prepafations fof such an exbibition as pro- 
posed, say in June, 1

The Operators in St. Clair County, Illinois, 
Coneede to the Miners’ Demands—A Big 
Strike Averted.

They also say that 
iron ie well up now, furnaces all noing 
to run, and business generaily better; and 
thataney should get a benefit either in being 
permitted to dig more coal or get a better price 
ior What they dig. A meeting of delegates 
from the ¥ us mines, heid yesterday, re- 
sulted in preparations for a general strike, and 
to-day there was a tendency toward a panic 
over the prospect, but to-nigat the alarm is al- 
layed by the aunounce nent of au unconditional 
surreoder by several operators to the miuers“ 
demands. The result is simply to raise tne 
price of coal in St. Louis balf a cent per bushel.

CHICAGO. 
STILL A BOOMING. 

Another day has come and gone in the hietory 
of the present boom in grain and provisions, 
and the threateped break has not occurred. 
The interest in the deal was kept up to the high- 
est notch, and prices went on climbing over one 
another and constantly suggesting the inquiry 
as to when this thing would stop any wav. 
Wheat reached $1.223¢, and closed at $1.21%,— 
an advance of 4 cents for the day,—while Jan- 
uary pork shot upwards $1.20 per barrel, and 
May corn went up to 4554 cents per busbel,—an 


advance of 1% cents over the closing price 
of Wednesday. It was a big day in the history 
of the deal all around, and the bulis”’ spat 
on their hands, tropically speaking, and prophe- 
sied bigger things to come. 

The sidewalks, the alleys, and the bucket- 
shops presented an unusually active and excited 
appearance all day long. Everybody had the 
craze, and bad it bad, too, the coofasion of 
tongues in these places where merchants most do 
congregate rivaling that produced at Babel, and 
the noise and din fairiy discounting all preeon- 
ceived ideas as to what constitutes Pandemo- 
nium. The stubbornness of the dulls “ who 
are manipulating the boom was heartily cursed 
by the fellows who, spite of their tricks and 
turns to get right ead up, were still short on the 
deal, and whose souls were troubled within 
them as they thought of the contracts they had 
to fill, and must fil) at a loss un- 
less the prayed-for ‘“‘break” actually came. 
Some of the “bears” who have succeeded 
io arranging things so as to weather the storm 
when it descends in ali its fury exhibited a much 
easier feeling, and weat around without carry- 
ing their beads under their arms, and without 
wet towels encircling their brows. 

THEY HAD COVERED THEMSELVES, 


or believed they had, and they looked the com- 
fortable security which they professed to feel. 
On the other hand, eroakers were to be found 
on every other foot of space who insisted that 
the boom was too much of a boom to last lone, 
and that the break must come, sooner or later, 
with the chances in favor of its cominy, like the 
thief in the night, sooner than some people ex- 
pected. 

Wheat was stronger early, but the ereite- 
ment soon dropped back into what might be 
called second place by the rapid advance in 

JANUARY PORK AND LARD, 

which constituted the leading feature of the 
market. One of the biggest guns iu the grease- 
pot, who but out along line of Jauuary shorts 
several weeks ago when the market was near the 
bottom, was believed to be filling in yesterday 
morning through brokers, and January pork 
made the astonish advance, as stated above, 
of $1.20 per barrei from the lowest price of the 
* day. —a jump which almost took one’s 

reath away, and was simply unparalleled in 
the recent history of the trade. 

A good many 

ORDERS TO BUY WHEAT 
were received yesterday by the brokers, and 
there was considerable apxiety to buy before 
9:30 o’clock, the regular bour for trading. A 
great many bids were made on the sidewalk, 
though comparatively little actual business was 
done. The first trading there was at $1.20 for 
November, which was sn! advance of 15 cents 
from the last prices ot Wednesdav. ‘The mar- 
ket dropped to $1.19). but opened on Cha 
at 81.104, and advanced to 81.216, under the 
excitement produced by Beerbohm’s telegram 
to the effect that wheat Was excited and again 
higher in the Eugilien market. Towards 11 
o’clock it was mysteriously whispered around 
that the Dutchmen had telegraphed a 
later,“ quoting a decline of 1 shilling 
per quarter, and the market ran down to $1.20 
in a very few seconds. In a few seconds more 
the telegram had been posted on the biack- 
board; but as it was written upon the other side 
to that on which it usually appears, it was not 
noticed, except by a few far-sighted fellows, till 
some minutes afterwards, when those who had 
gold on the supposition of a break on the other 
side found to their chagrin that Beerbohm read 
1 shilling dearer, instead of 1 shilling de- 
cline. This precipitated a rush on the part of 
buyers, under which the market opened up to 
81.2116, fell back to $1.20%, advanced to Mi 
and ciosed on ’Change at 81.2136. In the alter- 
noon it went up to SL, and closed at 
$1.21%, the total advance of ine day being 46 
cents, and the market closing at au appreciation 
of 34¢ cents for November delivery. 
THE DECEMBER DEAL 


ranged just about 2 cents above November, as on 
previous days, the difference being sometimes 
1% and at others 244 cents. There was a per- 
ceptible narrowing, bowever, of the premium 
for November as compared with spot,“ it be- 
ing reduced to IK cents, against 1 of the 
previous day. It closed, however, with a differ- 
ence of abont 15g, making “spot” wheat 
$1.204¢ as the latest quotation. 

‘The trading in futures was very irregular in 
the early part of the day. It was steadier— 
that is, the fluctuations were less frequent— 
after the Beerbohm episode, just referred to. 
It was then steadied immediately by the fact 
that a person who is usually supposed 
to operate for shipments was in the market 
baying all the No. 2 wheat that was offered for 
sale, the governing price of the day being $1.20. 
It wae ascertained. however, that he was really 
taking the wheat for shipment and not for 
speculation, and then arose the old discussion 
about how much there was to the “disfavor ” 
of the operation, the discussion being all the 
more interesting as the gentleman himself, who 
invented the word, bappened into the market 
for the first time after several mouths’ sojourn 
in Minvesota. The people who compared prices 
here with Beerbohm’s first quotation of 58s id 
to 54s per quarter, announced that none would 
be chuckieheaded enough to operate with the sit- 
uation so much againet them, although, taking 
Beerbonm’s later,“ and applying the shilling 
advance to outside previous quotations would 
making it 55s for prompt shipment, at which 
price it was possible to operate within a small 
fraction of a cent,—which might easily be uc- 
counted for by the differences in freight rates 
or cost of handling.

A lamberman, who lost about $90,000 ina 
wheat speculation several years ago, and has 
been trying ever since to get it back, is said to 
have more than made up his loss during the 
present boom, and could perhaps close up 
his deals now and pocket a orofit of over 
$125,000, 

But the path of the speculator is not always 
strewn with roses. The story runs that an 
operator with a long purse who made $200,000 
by bearing the market to 85¢ and put bis 
money in 4 per cents has clung to the bear side 
with bull-dog pertinacity until he has handed 
ever to the crowd his viie of ** fours,’’ and still 
persists in keeping on the sbort side.

THE LAW GOVERNING. 

The act of Congress on the subject of con- 
tested elections provides that, when a person de- 
sires to contest, be shall, within thirty-nine 
davs after the election has been determined, 
give votice in writing to the member declared 
elected of his intention to contest,—stating the 
grounds upon which he relies. The member 
upon whom such notice has been served shail, 
within thirty days after such service, answer the 
same, stating the grounds upon which he rests 
the Validity of nis election, and serving a copy 
of such notice on the contestant. Ninety days 
are then allowed the parties to take testimony,— 
the contestapt baving forty days after being 
served with the answer, and the contestee the 
following forty. Ten days are then allowed the 
contestant for rebutting testimony. This is 
the law, and departures from it areof rare oc- 


currence. 
‘THE FACTS IN THE M’CABE-ORTH CONTEST. 

Now, what are the facts in the case at bar? 
Mr. Orth was elected on the 10th of October, 
1878, and on the Ist of November follow ing re- 
ceived his certificate from Gov. Williams. On 
the 12th of the same month, forty days after 
the election, McUabe served a notice of contest 
on him, to which Mr. Orth replied by filing his 
answer on the 5tn of December. McCabe then 
bad forty davs (from Dec. 5 to Jan. 15) in which 
to take his testimony.

WITHDRAWAL IN 1876. 

Mr. Orth’s withdrawa! from the bead of the 
ticket in 1876, while apparently voluntary, was 
in fact made necessary by the action of his 
party. It did not come as a demand or in the 
nature of a tureat. The Evansville Journal and 
one or two other papers openly opposed him, 
but their words were only individual. It was 
rather a negative influence, evidenced by a lack 
of interest and an indisposition to fight. ‘The 
party seemed weighted and uneasy, accompa- 
nied by’ a Micawber-like hesitation and inde- 
cwion. The members of the State ticket, with 
one potable exception, became alarmed and 
feverish, and the State Committee, with many 
other prominent Republicans, recogn:zed that 
they were making headway slowiy. ‘Time has 
preven it the result of foulish fears, engendered 
by too much anxiety aud inaction. But the 
spell was upon them, and they seemed power- 
less to rid themselves of it. 

Under these circumstances Mr. Orth was con- 
sulted. Without hesitation, be stated that with 
him self interest was always secondarv to the 
welfare of his party, and he wished to do what- 
ever seemed best for the latter. But as for the 
Democratic charges regarding the Venezuelian 
matter be bad no fears. They were wholiy 
and utterly without foundation, and at tne 
proper time he would disprove every insinua- 
tion. The proper time would be whepever the 
Democrats had finished their ex-parce investiga- 
tion, and put into tangible shape whatever 

charges were to ve preferred. To attempt a 
refutation sooner would de dike attempting to 
try a cause before the issues were made up. 

‘The correctness of his position was susvaine d 
by an expression adverse to nis withdrawal.

„Good State,“ said the General, but I want 
to see a regular exodus darky, a regular Mis- 
sissippi negro.” 

Avother dusky citizen stepped up and took 
the General by the hand. 

„% Are you a Mississippi darky!“ 

„ No,” said he, I'm from old Varginy.”’ 

Good State; but baven’t you any exodus 
darkies bere? 1 heard that there were thou- 
sands come to Kansas lately, and a good many 
to Lawrence, and 1 haven't been able to see a 
single one on my whole trip to Kansas; what's 
become of them! 

Finally a black, raw-boned negro, black as 
miduigut, heavy beard, interm.xed considerabig 
with gray, stepoed up, and, grasping the Gen- 
eral’s hand, gave it a terrible shake, remarking: 
* Is vou Mr. Sherman?” 

„Are you a Mis- 


es,“ says the General. 
sissippi darky ?”’ 

“Yes, sah; I am from Yazoo, Mississippi.“ 

* Well, what d.d you leave chere for!” says 
Sherman. 

„Well. 1 tell you, Mr. Sherman; dey wouldn't 
let us live down thar in peace; couldu't get no 
pay for our work, an’ dey wouldn’t let us vote.“ 

„ Ab, they wouldn’t let you vote? Well, you 
know you Lave the right to vote, and when apy- 
one interferes with you in the free exervise of 
your political richts, you must tell them to 
stand back and leave you alone.“ 

„But, says Exodus, dey go to shootin’ de 
darkies when dey open dar heads aboat dar 
rights to vote.”’ 

„Well,“ says the General, you must stand 
up for your rights like men, and if they oppose 
your right as citazens, and you cau’t get any pro- 
tection from the authorities, you must, when 
the election comes, go in squads of thirty or 
forty to the polls, take your vote in one hand, 
and a pistol in the other, and deposit your vote, 
avd enforce your rights against mob law.” 

“Gor a’ you know pothin’ about it. 
Talk about a darky goiu’ to the polls wid a 
pistol. Kill bim sdah, white folks would, and 
where is de black man goin' to git de pistol, 1’d 
like to know? I tell you, Mr. Sherman, you 
know notbing about voctin’ down in Yazoo.” 

„es.“ says the General, I know that; [ 
have been there several times, and if you will 
let those people down there know that you are 
determined to have your political rights, guar- 
anteed to you under the Constitution, and that 
you will stand up for your rights, they will leave 
you alone; they bulidoze you because they 
know that vou darkies won't fight to the last 
man for your richts.“ 

By this time the old Exodus got warmed up 
on the subject, and in a loud voice replied: 

Mr. Sherman, when you was down dar I ob- 
served you had lots of White sogers wid you, 
and de people down dar was afeard of you, and 
dey let you do as you please, but 1’s libbea gown 
in Lao for twenty-five years, and I knows em 
better dan you does, and ] tell you dar ain't no 
hivein down dar for a nigger, and zou don’t 
cotch no vigger what has any sense wid a horse- 
pistol. No, sah, suah.“

ter for vou to live in than Kansas. You can 
raise two bales of cotton to the ace, and eighty 
bushels of corn, and the climate suits ou bet- 
ter than Kansas; and you must let your friends 
know in Yazoo that they must etay there and 
hight for their interests, the same as white men.

THE DOUBLE STANDARD. 


Daylight on the Silver Question. 
New York Telegram. 

Heury H. Gibbs, who bas been Governor of 
the Bank of Engiand, has published a pam- 
ohlet arguing for the remonetization f silver. 
This fact is a hundred times more significant 
than any good-natured remark Bismarck may 
have dropped to our fellow-couvtryman, Mr. 
Kelley, of pig-iron distinction, admitting that his 
eves were beginning to be opened to Germany's 
possible interest in bi-metallism. Mr. Gibbs, 
hardly more than a vear ago, as one of the Com- 
missioners from Great Britain to the Paris in- 
ternational Conferenee, scoffed at all American 
suggestions on behalf of the fixing of a upi- 
versally recognized ratio between the mone- 
tary values of gold and silver. From the 
position he had held—the most eminent and 
authoritative position known to the finan- 
cial world—Mr. Gidos might huve been sup- 
posed to know something, if not about finance 
in the abstract, at least about the practical and 
immediate fiuancial needs of England. He 
should have deen able to see at least an inch 
before his eminent financial nose. Now, within 
a year, he finds it necessary to write a book to 
prove the necessity to England of adopting the 
double standard, and to confess that he and his 
associates at the Paris Conference were all 
wrong. it must be observed that Mr. Gibbs 
takes the back track with great candor and 
vigor. ‘He stultifies himself lg financia! au- 
thority with the utmost decisiveness and an in- 
genuous grace. The incident deserves to be 
recorded in au appendix to Prof. Bagehot’s book 
on “Lombard Street,“ written to show how 
much the financial monarcbs of London and the 
world don’t know about finance. 

That the conversion of such authorities as 
Bavk-of-Engiand Governors to the double- 
stendard docirine will speedily bring davligut 
to this heretofore obscured regioy of currency 
discussion is rot to be doubted. France has 
never swerved from a consistent use of both 
the precivus metals as the vehicie of exchanges. 
Ine United States, under Irresistible pressure 
from the people (who, we are toid by the 
flnanciers, don’t know anything about finance), 
took the back track and restored silver as soon 
as the exploit of the financiers and politicians 
in demonetizing it was vopularly understood. 
india and China, whence the immediate pressure 
upon England and other trading countries to- 
ward remonetization comes, have maintained an 
exclusive silver currency. ‘here is, therefore, 
no possibility of any obstacle to the remonetiza- 
tion of silver on an international basis by En- 
gland and Germany. So far, so good. 

The treatment which this silver question has 
received within the past few years, besides the 
direct and incalculable losses imposed upon all 
classes by the derangement of values, bas dis- 
astrously unsectied the title of our most pre- 
tentious financial leaders to the confidence of 
the people. The people, if they don't pretend 
to know much about finance, are logical in their 
deductions. They will be apt to inquire how it 
is that an ex-Governor of the Bank of Engiand 

ows so much more this year than he knew one 
year ago about the disaster of a gold standard 
to British trade with silver-standuard countries. 
They may like to know, if a remonetization of 
silver is so speedily necessary to save England 
and Germany from financial smash, why those 
countries ever demonétized it, and put that 
guileiess and inexperienced young Nation, the 
United States, up to denionetiz.ng it. ‘hey 
may want to know who has reaped the benefit 
of all the vast barm that bas been done, and 
they may ask how they are ever again going to 
trust the school of poliiical economists and 
statesmen who are, unfortunately, recorded 
in the endless books and debates of the past few 
vears, as affirming the amplitude of gold as a 
basis for the measure of values and the pay- 
ment of international balances, and as ridiculing 
the dollar of our daddies, and denouncing 
the wickedness of attempting to use as money a 
metal that had been debased“ by the mere 
act of 41 boa It is certainly unſortu- 
nate for a people when they find ground for ac- 
cusing those who should be their guardians and 
teachers of playing ducks and drakes. not alone 
with their material interests, but with their 
moral convictions. 

On the other hand, recent events may go to 
prove to these incapable guardians and teachers 
tuat the commun sense of an intelligent repub- 
lican people may be trusted in legisiation on 
matters immediately affecting thew welfare 
quite as safely as the theories of students or the 
promptings of speculators. It may indicate 
that the people at large are neither unjust nor 
disnonest in their moiives, nor so very unwise 
ia their perceptions. This country’s record on 
the silver question may yet prove the strongest 
possible vindication of, a republican form of 
government.

The Royal Hunt ia South Africa—Catching 
the Zulu King. 
Correspondence London Times. 

After two or threg rather exciting chases from 
the military kraal, after passing Zulus whom we 
disarmed and questioned, we determined to 
strike toward Entonjaneni, so as directiv to in- 
tercept the line by which the King must pass. 
Another twenty miles followed, chiefly of pret- 
ty open bush with long grass between, that 
kept on sweeping in a continual swaying stream 
over our stirrups and boots on either side as we 


passed along the narrow track, only formed by, 


the tread of Kaffirs, up and down slopes, some- 
times severe, sometimes Moderate. We arrived 
by che nightfall of Sunday at a mountain kraal, 
where we again bivouacked, getting some sour 
milk and baking some sour cakes of Indian corn, 
here calied mealies. Of course our three 
days’ supplies would have been quite exhausted 
had we not procured ail the food ior our horses, 
aud meat aud mealies for our men, with some- 
times sweet potatoes avd a few pumpkins to 
give variety to the meals. Caffre beer, too, 
which is a very innocent compound, came agree- 
ably to thirsty souls. Souruess is the prevail- 
ing quality in all these compounds, but is by no 
means an unpleasant sourness. However, on 
our way to the kraal we intercepted one of the 
women, who coofessed that the King’s girls 
were, she understood, endeavoring to cross by 
oue of the passes of the mountain chain we bad 
reached, and that there were but three passes in 
all through it. We therefore resolved eariy 
next morning (Monday) to move along the ridge. 
We bave to-day mtercepted in succession, first, 
two attendant girls ata neighboring kraal, then, 
as we pushed on to toils, at he third pass along 
the ridge, we took a man ju company with a 
boy, carrying a big bundle. He deciared himself 
at first to be a servant of Usebebo. who has 
been in an underbaad negotiation with 
us, but, on the boy’s bundle bemg 
broken open, it proved tw contain a 
very handsome Henry express rifle, which 
the King was known to have possessed, 


and various other matters, which could hardly | 


have belonged to any one else. Finally, the 
man, alarmed by some disclosures made by the 
bead of the Kraal where the man had slept, con- 
fessed that he was the King’s personal atterd- 
ant, who had oul left nim the previous day. 
Then came in a troop of girls and an attendant 
carrsing all the personal belongings of the 
King, bis medicine, consisting of queer little 
bits of sticks strung togetber witb hair, vari- 
ous knives, razors, etc., and a most curious col- 
lection of miscellaneous trash. Col. Degacher’s 
silk pocket bandkerciief was among them. 
The girls all betieved that the King had deen 
taken. 

When, therefore, the following day a man 
came who bad, in facet, been sent by Lord Wif- 
ford, though Maj. Marter had no means of 
knowing it, und wuen, after talking for an hour 
about nothing, this man said at last: The wind 
is biowiog L. om that side.to-day; I think you 
bad betterdaxe this road, Maj. Marter asked 
no questions, but followed bim. About 
the same time Maj. Marter opened 
Lord Griford’s letter to Capt. Maurice. 
As this note never reached its destination, 
and was destroyed, there is naturally some dis- 
pate as to its wording, but there can be no 
doubt that it contained the words which Maj. 
Marter appears afterwards to have forgotten: 
‘the King is in the kraal at the bottom of the 
hill. and I am watching bim.“ Io anv case 
Maj. Marter followed nis guide to a kraa! where 
two new guides were provided for him, who led 
him towards the edge of a sharp descent, and 
when about fifty yards from it pointed to a bush 
on the verge as a point for him to make for. 
On creeping there, on bands and knees, he saw 
before bim a kraal, having on one side com- 
pletely open ground: i the other side a 
sharp descent, covered with the forest, reachin 
down to within a couple of buadred yards o 
the kraal. ‘The 200 yards being oven ground, be 
decided at once that the only sure method was 
to attempt getting down the forest-clad cliff. 
He made his natives strip of their European 
clothes, to appear as like Zulus as vwossible, 
and let them move down the open side. Hap- 
piv, after great difficulties, he succeeded in 
getting bis men down, two horses being lost in 
the attempt. His two troops galloped rouud 
on ovposit sides of the kraal; the natives ap- 
peared at the same momeuton the open side, 
nnd in a few minutes Maj. Marter was at the 
King’s hut, and requested him to come out. 

‘The King was broucnt in bere on Sunday, 
just after morning service. He left in the after- 
noon for Pietermaritzburg in an ambulsuce- 
wagon, accompanied by four attendants inside 
with bim, and two others. He was dressed in a 
tablecloth of thé ordinary red-and-green pat- 
tern, purchasable in Oxford street for perhaos 
7s 6d. He bas a singularly dignified and stately 
air, stands about five feet eleven inches, but 
looks shorter, from the immense sige of his 
Umbs, much wasted as they haye been by his 
long chase, in which we were almost baffled, 
though close upon bim. It is m possidle to ex- 
aggerate the importance of his capture. The 
extent to which the Zulu system has been recre- 
ated by his personal character, and bas depend- 
ed upon it, is a thing bard to make realizable ſu 
many words.

CORA PEARL. 


The Deposed Queen of the Paris Demi. 
Monde Departs from Earth. 
Paria Letter. 


Emma Cruteh, better known as Cora Pearl, 


the “‘ first horse woman of the Second Empire, 
is dead at the age of 50 years. There is a possi- 
bility that she may come to life agaih, for her 
death is only a matter of rumor so far,—and 
the ingenious Cora is just the sort of a person 
to endeavor to revive her withering notoriety 
by turning afloat an announcement that will 
set folk to talking and to writing about her all 
over the civilized portions of the globe. The 


genesis of this pleasing personage is uncertain. 
Her own story of her birth and early life varied 
with her auditor, and. was romantic or prosaic 
as was prompted by the fancy of the moment, 
Certainly she was an Englishwoman, probably 
she was the daughter uf a respectable music- 
dealer whose shop was in Regent street. Be- 
ing disowned by her parents, and being driven 
out of England by a prosecution for 
debt, she took up her abode in Paris in 
the days when the Second Empire was in the 
full flood of its artiticia)} prosperity. She had 
not a handsome face, but she had a fine figure, 
and she rode superbiy. Literaily, she galloped 
into notoriety in Paris, and under the rule of 
the Third Napoleon notoriety was fame. Her 
great conquest was Jerome Napoleon, whom 
she captured while out with the Prince’s stag- 
hounds at Mendon; riding to bounds and riding 
to bearts were pretty much the same thing wita 
this cheerful youeg person. Counts a many 
and Dukes a few served also io her train, and 
stray Americans posse of ‘large fortunes 
were permitted to purchase her smiles at the 
ruling rates of the market. ‘The ruling rates of 
the market uniformly were high. With the 
Franco-Prussian war and the Commune the star 
of Cora’s destinv paled; and as she was grow- 
ing to be an oldish woman by this time it 
pever again recovered its brilliapcy. As- 
tronomicaily speaking, she reached the 
point of. her highest ascension simultaneously 
with the Empire: that is to say, in 1867, the Ex- 
hibition year. It was in this year that she 
played Cup d in the opera of Orphee aux 
Enofers’’: dressing the part expensively, taste- 
tully, but not excessively, iu a zone and neck- 
lace of diamonds. After the wreck of the 
Empire, Cora returned to Paris—having been 
temporarily domiciled io Londog—and gathered 
together the remnant of hercourt. But it was 
a dark time in Paris; she was growing old; her 
titled friends no longer were numerous, aud the 
few left to her were far less friendly than of 
yore. But she wasrich, for, with commendable 
prudence, she had garnerned ber barvest while 
the san still shown. Under this combination of 
circumstances the time seemed favorable for 
her turning devote. However, young Daval—the 
rich proprietor of the many cheap eating-nouses 
iu Paris founded by the wortuy butcher, his 
father—appeared upon the scene and his plaint 
(expressed frequently and always in four figures) 
was heeded. All Paris laughed at this con- 
quest that the industrious Cora bad made 
in the youth of der old age; and 
Cora leugned, too, for the francs that 
sbe was winoing were all .plentiful and real. 
When the francs were all gone she dropped the 
buteber’s son as she would have dropped an 
orange that she had squeezed dry ; the butcher’s 
son, being refused admission to her apartment, 
incontinently shot himself upon the threshold. 
This was in Christmas week. 1872. The upshot 
of the affair was that Cora was ordered out of 
France. Since that time she has drifted about 
Europe, leading a pot very satisfactory life; fur 
the. never very great charm of her person has 
staled with custom and withered sadly with age. 
It sbe is dead at last no one will mourn for ber, 
and the world will be well rid of ber presence.

How to Detect Poison Ivy.

The annoying casualty which confined Judge 
Noah Davis to a sick-room tbe other day migut 
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to both French-and Russians. Nothing definit 
bas deen learned as to the proceedings; but the 
probability is that Bismarck is preparing for the 
conclusion of a commerial treaty with Austria. 
The tariff bas not fulfilled his expectations, and 
considerable modifications must be made 80 as 
to increase the trade of Germany. Much harm 
bas already been done. Russia, Austria, Swit- 
zerland, and Scandinavia were busily preparing 
to do altogether without German ports. railroads, 
or thalers. To 1emedy this, and to intro- 
duce certain social reforms, will de at- 
tempted in all likelihood by Bismarck at 
the next session. While the elections have 
given rise. to comparatively little excitement in 


Germany, there seems to be much excitement 


on religious and educational questions in the 
Roman Catholic countries. The clergy are 
fiercely attacked in the French, Belgian, Swiss, 
and Italian press. Louis Bidfic, at Marseilles, 
said. Our great enemy is Clericalism ”’; and 
then be gave a full account of the persecutions 
undertaken in the name of religion. Thefeeling 
is deeper in Belguim, where the Clerical party is 
bold and strong, and the agitation bas contiuned 
fora long time. A separation complete of 


Church and State is aimed at in Switzerland, 


and if the Catholic authorities accept the situa- 
tion, there will be no occasion for disunion, as 
the liberalisni of the Swiss people is well known, 

A German student in Paris bas written a let- 
ter which sbows how intense is the feeling 
which exists against his countrymen. He states 
that be obtained permission to work in a sculpt- 
or’s studio, but that the gentleman absolutely 
refused to give bim any advice or instruction; 
and that he found a similar feeling in other 
ateliers. He kept his eyes oben, but has come 
to the conclusion that Frenchmen will not teach 
Germans the arts of peace. French public men 
are also beginning to speak more openly; and, 
unless the Strasburg review bas some effvct, 
we may expect to bear, more of this talk accord- 
ing as France feels herself rich and strong. 

Johann Strauss is thinking of leaving Vienna 
for Berlin. The fact is, the military orchestras 
are so good that civilian ones cannot pay. 
Strauss, Lanner, and others brought to- 
gether the best musicians; but things are 
ebaneed, and there is no prospect 
of an improvement. Strauss has received 
offers from one of the large Berlin theatres. 
He believes, too; that the Berlinese musicians 
can now play bis waltzes; and the fact that his 
Fledermans was played 400 times in succes- 
sion in Berlin, while it ran only 100 nights in 
Vienna, is a proof that he isa favorit in the 
former city. 

The Orthodoz Jewish synagog at Szolvva 
(Hungary) was built over a public bath, and was 
in a ruinous condition. Ata recent service, 
while all were engaged in devotion, a portion of 
the department for females suddenly disap- 
peared. Many of the attendants made a wild 
rush for the doors, but others continued to pray 
unconcernedly, amidst the cries of the women 
and children, some of whom were drowned, 
tl. ouzh the majority of the killed were suffo- 
cated. Twenty-five women and children lost 
their lives. 

The progress of republican ideas in Europe is 
greater than might be supposed. ‘There are de- 
fections every day from the small party of 
French Royalists; and the cause of the Orlean- 
ists, especially, is regarded as hopeless. It 
seems that it was the intention of the Count de 
Chambord, if he had been elected King of 
France, to have the Count of Paris living with 
him. What precious benefits would result to 
France from such a community of lite!“ pathet- 
ically remarks the Count. Nothing would be 
done without the two heads consulting to- 
getber. ‘The Orleans Princes have not recipro- 
cated this kind feeling. The gentleman who 
published the pamphlet containing the result of 
the conferences, wrote to m Count of Paris to 
correct any errors; but the latter rather dryly 
remarked that be thought the public were 
surfeited with professions of faith, and mani- 
ſestations. The Duc d’Aumale has never paid 
a visit to Chambord; and this adds to the sor- 
rows of that melancholy Prince. Another 
contemplated measure will add materially to 
the consolidation of the French Republic. This 
is the removal of the present aristocratic and 
incompetent representatives at foreign courts. 
both French Ministers and Consuls have in too 
many instances shown themselves incapable of 
contending with fereign diplomatists and averse 
to the Republic. Gag betta is determined to in- 
tuse a little more democrazie capacity iato the 
diplomatic service. We hear from Athens that 
republican ideas are very geverai throughout 
Greece also. The King is mercilessly satirized, 
and bas lost all his popularity. Greek children 
read Xenophon and Demosthenes at scaool, 
and, it is unuecessary to say, understand them 
better than most of our Greek proſessors, — 
for the modern language is the ancient tongue 
with sligbt variations. With such an education 
we may be sure the Greek youth believe that 
„ Basileus ” aud Tyrannos are syuorvyms. 

Young ladies should be careful of their rail- 
road-tickets.

A meering of Jumber-vesse) owners, including 
members of the Assvciation, was held yesterday

A SCIENTIFIC QUESTION. 


Why a Woman Sits on the Fluor to Put on 
or Remove Her Shoes and Stockings. 
New York Times. 

The progress which has been made iu our day 
in scientific research is something wonaeriul. 
There seems to be no such thing as a contented 
scientitic person, who feels that he has solved 
all possible problems, and deuceforth has 
nothing to do but sit down and contemplate bis 
own ercelleucies No sooner has the modern 
scientitic person solved one problem than he 
hasteus to attack another. As fast as he upsets 
one old-fashioned belief he begins to undermine 
another. The result is that every day some 
new discovery is made, or at least some new 
topic attracts’ the attention of the scientific 
mind. It seems only the other day that Mr. 
Darwin was investigating the nature and origin 
of the once famiiiar feminine habit of blushing, 
and wrote his famous circular to British mis- 
sionaries asking them, m the interest of science, 
to observe whether their beathen acquaintances 
blushed, except so far as their faces were con- 
cerned. And now, close upon the settlement 
of the blushing question, we find Mr. Darwin 
and his fellow pbilosophers investigating the 
reason why the femaie of our species always sits 
down on the floor to remove hershoes. ‘The 
question may not seem an imoortaut one to 
licut-miuded and ignorant persons, but the 
thoughtiul man knows thatall truth is precious, 
aud that to search fur the truch copcerning the 
origin of any custom is a grand and noble work. 

It ie umversally known that when a man 
desires to take off bis shoes he adopts one of 
two methods. Either he sits on a cbair or sofa 
and rests one foot on bis Knee while unlasten- 
ing and removing its shoe, or he stands up, and, 
by placing his foot on a chair, brings the shoe 
readily within reach of bis band. Neither of 
tm se methods is ever emoloyed—as we are 
assured on the authority oi scientific persons 
bs women. Mr. Darwin asserts that the babit 
of stig down on the floor in order to unlace 
or unbutton shoes is peculiariy characteristic of 
women, and is, so he believes, an element, or, at 
all events, a sign of sex. It is not the business 
of the pubiie to inquire bow Mr. Darwin and nis 
scientific tmends acquired the data upon which 
wney base ther assertions as to this alleged 
feminine babit. Perhaps they wrote to the late 
Dr. Juason, an eminent wissionary, who, having 
been married iour times, must have collected a 
vast and awiul quantity of facts. However this 
may be we need not now inquire, since it is 
with the investigation as to wie origin of the 
alleged custom that we are at present concerned. 

Mr. Darwin has a verjudiwein favor of the 
doctrine which h: invented concerning the 
survival of the fittest, and paturaily brings it 
into service whenever there is an vupportunity. 
He claims that chairs bad not been invented 
when women began to Wear shovs, aud that 
hence they were necessarily obliged to sit on 
the floor when they wisbed to take them off. 
When cbairs first came iuto use they were very 
expensive, and were handled with great care. 

Lhe thoughtful young man, of course, preferred 
to marry a girl who would never put ber foot 
on a chair, and thereore selected a wife whom 
he knew would sit on the floor to take off her 
shoes instead of using ove o his precious chairs. 
Thus it was oniy the girls who practiced that 
judieious nabit that secured busbands. They 
married, beng the fittest for matrimony, and 
the Occasional women who used cnairs in connec- 
tion with removing their suoes gradually became 


extinct. Tais is av ingenious theory. and, com- 


ing Irom the source that it does, is deserves 
respectful consideration. At the same time, it 
must be noticed that it is based upon a 
gravuitous assumption that femmine shoes 
oreceded chairs in the order of development. 
This still remains to be proved, and until u 
proved Mr. Darwin’s theory cannot be regarded 
as anything but an ingenious ny pochesis. 

Mr. Jobo Stuart Mii! iusists thut the difference 
between the two sexes in their manner of re- 
moving shoes is due to distinctive mental 
peculiarities. Man, so be asserts, delights to 
make all things subservient to him, while 
woman orefers to be herself subservient. 
Hence, mau, when he — to take off a 
shoe, compe:s bis foot to appruach his hand, 
whether by placu it op a chiar or by laving it 
across bis knee. Woman, oa the contrary, is 
,erfectly contented to sink gracefully and 
gently to the level of her foot by suting down 
on the floor. ‘The masculinity of man,“ says 
Mr. Mill, triumpus over bis foot; tue fer 
nivity of woman cescends to meet her foot. It 
is another iliustration of the tact that man is 
made to rule and woman to obey.” 

Of ‘course, Prof. Huxiey-has something to say 
about tne matter, but be cannot be said to add 
to his reputation by the theory which be offers 
in opposition to Mr. n’s theory. Prof. 
Huxley maintains that the exigencies of lem. 
nine anatomy are such that it is physically im- 
possible lor woman toassume the position which 
a man assumes who takes off ns shoes while 
sitt.ng on achair. If tuts is so, will that learned 
gentieman please tell us wast woman does 
with ove ot her feet when she sits down on 3 


eee adhs. 
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here in order that it max be buried 
back with scorp, and nailed to the counter as 
thongs. it were u mere political speech. 

Wen the ableat scientific authorities thus 
differ, what are we to believe? Probably the best 
thing we can do is to take the broad, general 
gro that the whole discussion proceeds a 
a pares, and that how woman takes off her 
shoes is something which, in the nature of 
things, Mr. Darwin, Mr. Mill, and Proi. Huxley 
have no means, and do not deserve to have apy 
means, of ascertaining.

HOW NEGROES ARE HUNTED. 


A Participant in the Hamburg Massacre 
Lilustrates the Chase with Fox-Hounds. 
New york Trivune, Oct, 11. 

John Thomas Butler. of Hamburg. S. C., has 
brought to New Tork a back gf bounds with 
which be proposes to show the manner in which 
runaway slaves were formerly bunied and con- 
victs gre still pursued in the South. He asserts 
that an exaggerated impression prevalls: at the 
North respecting the cruelty of this pratice, 
and his exhibitions are intended to make money 
and also to illustrate his claim that the purpose 
of using the bounds ie simply to flod and detain 
the fugitives without injuring them. He has 
brought with bim a negro, named Sam, who 
is willing to play the runaway, and a sturdy 
little sorrel mare, whose speed is to give him an 
advantage over the hounds. A Tribune reporter 
accepted an invitation to inspect the pack before 
the exoloition, and approached, with tregida- 
tion, the stable where they were confined. On 
entering he found himself, to bis surprise, in 
the midest of a dozen long-headed, playful fox- 
hounds. “Why,” said he, “these are not 
bioodbounds.” They are as near te it as we 
have in South Carolina,” said Mr. Butler. 
„What do you call them?’ „(We eali them 
‘nigger dogs, or fox-dogs. They are the seme 
that were tormeriy used to catch fugitive 
slaves, and no huge, savage bloodhounds, such 
as you have beard about, eau be found down 
there. I wanted to travel a little, and brougut 
these dogs along to pay my expenses, and to 
show all at the North that we are not as bad as 

we are said to be.“ 

„gam“ mounted the mare and rode down 
the biil on which the spectatois sat to the 
judges’ stand io Fleetwood Park, where he dis- 
mounted and started to run at a pace that would 
win bim a place im a short-distance feot-race. He 
ran about a quarter of a mile just inside the 
race-track; ati then rushed in behmd some 
bushes. Mr. Butler called his hounds by sound- 
ing an old cow-horn, and started them in pur- 
suit by a kind of cateall.“ Catch'ng the scent 
quickly, tney followed, baying loudly, and were 
lost to sight. ‘The negro reappeared from tne 
busbes, and, running quickly to the fence, re- 
mounted the mare and galloped around the 
course. The dogs came behind, at a consider- 
able distenve, taking his exact course, but, when 
they came to where the negro had remounted, 
they were puzzied. In trying to recover the 
scent they got across the former trail and gave 
up the hunt. Mr. Butler had said before the 
trial that the bigh wind and dry ground would 
make it difficult to give a satistactory exbibition 
on that day. Sam then came up witno the 

pack, and again started, mountea from the 


begining this t.me, with the pack at his heels, 


and an exciting chase took place around the 
course, with odds in iavor of the mare. She 
increased ber lead ali the way around. Reach- 
ing the gate, Sam consented to be treed,“ 
and mount ug the high gate post, awaited ne 
hounds. When they found bim they redoubled 
their noise, and leaped higu mto the air, trying 
to reach tne negro, who beat them off with his 
whio, until Mr. Butler came up and sounded bis 
horn, at which the barkimy ceased as by magic, 
and the fugitive came dowo. Mr. Builer said 
the dogs would have bitter the negro, well as 
they knew bun. bad he descended before the 
bern sounded, unless he had a club, wita which 
to beat them off. ‘The moral seemed to be, wat 
a runaway slave must be careful to bave a tree 
hinay when the dogs overtake him, or, if he is 
caugbt in a swamp, be should be able to cut a 
bickory -stick in season. 

J. T. Butler was prominent in connection 
witb the Hamburg massacre, in 1876, but is not 
a relative of Gen. M. C. Butler, whose name bas 
also been coovected with mat affair. He de- 
elined to talc about it, not seem the use of 
“bringing up that matter again.”’ He wa 
young man of 25 of pleasant manvers. His 
father bad both slaves ard dogs, and on one 
occasion tracked a man 900 miles and brought 
him back, Mr. Butler expects to exniuit his 
dogs in other parts of the country and ia 
Europe.
